College conservatives: They're religious and resentful, and they feel besieged

ASHINGTON, DC — Just as 


presidential Svengali Karl Rove, 


dressed in a light-gray suit and mint- 
green striped tie, began to speak late 
last month at a gala dinner for Col- 
lege Republicans in Washington, 
piercing whistles sounded. A half- 
dozen protesters had made their way 
into the auditorium, and they began 
to chant something inaudible about 
George Bush and death. Security 
staffers ejected them within seconds, 
but even before they were out the 
door, hundreds of clean-cut colle- 
gians were on their feet, shouting, 
“KARL! KARL! KARL!” 

Then the chant changed, and they 
were screaming, “USA! USA! USA! 


USA! USA!”, their faces hard and tri- 
umphant atop blue suits and evening 
gowns as they belted out the letters. 
They screamed and screamed and 
then erupted in wild cheers. 

It was the first night of the 55th bi- 
ennial College Republican convention 
at the Capitol Hilton in Washington, 
and around 1000 young people had 
gathered July 25, 26, and 27 to hear 
speakers like Rove, House majority 
leader Tom DeLay (R-Texas), White 
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House counsel Alberto Gonzales, for- 
mer US senator Bob Barr, and right- 
wing polemicist David Horowitz. On 
the Hilton’s second floor they organ- 
ized, plotted strategy for the 2004 
election, and generally paid homage 
to President George W. Bush, whose 
grinning visage appeared on every- 
thing from T-shirts to handbags. 
Even more, they gloried in American- 
ness, a state that many seem to re- 
gard as both quasi-religious and the 
exclusive province of their party. 
College Republicans are the party’s 
farm team. Stalwarts who got their 
start as College Republican leaders 
include Ralph Reed, former executive

Dirty old men 


The Vatican’s declaration on 
homosexuality isn’t just a hateful 
screed — it’s an ugly attempt 
to re-establish Rome’s primacy 
over elected politicians

HE STATEMENT ISSUED by the Vati- 

can’s Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith on same-sex marriage last week is 
so offensive, so mind-bogglingly insulting 
and arrogant, that it is hard to know where 
to begin. 

Overseen by Joseph Cardinal Ratzinger, 
the right-hand man to Pope John Paul II 
(and, for all we know, the acting pope in 
these final days of John Paul’s papacy), the 
document is an incomparable mix of hate, 
smug self-righteousness, and finger-wagging 
by out-of-touch, sex-obsessed old men who 
have long since lost the right to wag their 
fingers at anyone. 

Turn to any page and you’re bound to 
get angry. Some might find that their eyes 
alight upon Section Four, which says in 
part, “Sacred Scripture condemns homo- 
sexual acts ‘as a serious depravity. ... This 
judgment of Scripture does not of course 
permit us to conclude that all those who 
suffer from this anomaly are personally re- 
sponsible for it, but it does attest to the 
fact that homosexual acts are intrinsically 
disordered.’ ” 

Now, that’s certainly a novel way of re- 
wording the old canard much favored by 
those who like to offer up their hatemon- 
gering with a wink and a smile: Love the 
sinner, hate the sin. | suppose it would be 
asking too much of Ratzinger to pay any at- 
tention to the American Psychological Asso- 
ciation, which found a generation ago that 
lesbians and gay men are not suffering from 
any “disorder” whatsoever. 

Besides, Ratzinger’s got footnotes. This 
particular passage references Romans, I 
Corinthians, | Timothy, and — most im- 
pressive — one of the Church’s own previ- 
ous declarations on homosexuality, Persona 
humana, from 1975. | haven’t read that 
earlier statement, but I’m willing to bet on 
who gets labeled as inhumana.

ROCK’S VISIONARY 


Sam Phillips, 1923-2003 


Last Train to Memphis, the first of Peter 
Guralnick’s two-volume biography of Elvis 
Presley, is of course about Elvis, but Sam 
Phillips emerges as just as great a hero. It’s 
generally a mistake to give an entrepreneur 
as much credit as the artists he “discovers.” 
But Sam Phillips is a special case 

Phillips, who died on July 30 in Memphis 
at the age of 80, is also credited with the line 
“If 1 could find a white man who had the 
Negro sound and the 
Negro feel, I could 
make a billion dollars.” 
Phillips used to say this 

over and over,” 
remembers his former 
secretary and right- 
hand woman at Sun 
Records, Marion 
Keisker, as quoted in 
Gurlanick’s 1971 
collection, Feel Like 
Going Home: Portraits 
in Blues and Rock ‘n’ 
Roll. On the surface, 
you'd have to say this 
was the ultimate 
statement of 
entrepreneurial 
opportunism. Phillips 
long disavowed the 
comment. The New 
York Times obituary 


that paper in which 

Phillips said, “That quote is an injustice both 
to the whites and the blacks. I was trying to 
establish an identity in music, and black and 
white had nothing to do with it.” 

But you could say that black and white 
had everything to do with it. As a white man 
from Alabama, raised on his father’s farm 
where he picked cotton, Phillips had always 
been drawn to black music. When he later 
recorded black artists like Howlin’ Wolf and 
B.B. King, his appraisal was, “This is where 
the soul of man never dies.” 

In fact, he got into the record business 
specifically to record black artists. Besides 
Wolf and B.B., Phillips also recorded what is 
often considered the first genuine rock-and- 
roll record, Jackie Brenston’s 1951 “Rocket

cited a 1978 piece from "evolution owes everything to Phillips. 


“88.’” But there was a ceiling on selling 
blues and R&B by black performers. They 
just couldn’t break through to a white 
audience. “They liked the music, but they 
weren’t sure whether they ought to like it or 
not,” Phillips says of Southern white 
teenagers in Last Train to Memphis. Elvis 
was a way to break the color barrier, to bring 
black music to the rest of America, to give 
white kids permission to listen to black 
music — in Guralnick’s 
words, to “democratize 
American culture.” 

After Elvis’s 
breakthrough ‘That's 
All Right,” Phillips 
went on to record Carl 
Perkins, Johnny Cash, 
Jerry Lee Lewis, Roy 
Orbison, and many 
more. Last Train to 
Memphis depicts an 
epic confrontation 
between Phillips and 
Elvis’s manager, 
Colonel Tom Parker. 
“These were two very 
strong, independent 
men with two very 
different visions of 
life,” writes Guralnick. 
“Sam’s embraced the 
sweep of history; it 
very consciously 
conjured up the 
agrarian hero as the focus of the 
democratic dream. The Colonel’s vision, 
on the other hand, denied history; it 
centered on the here and now, focusing on 
survival by wit and instinct in a universe 
that was indifferent at best. There was 
room enough for sentiment in the 
Colonel’s view but little for philosophy; 
Sam was perhaps less inclined to the 
sentimental gesture but more to the 
humanitarian impulse.” 

The difference between Tom Parker and 
Sam Phillips was the difference between a 
colorful businessman and a visionary. The 
rock-and-roll revolution owes everything to 
Sam Phillips.

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ON ANOTHER DOMESTIC-VIOLENCE FRONT 


LGBT battering 


Just like straight love, queer love has a 
flip side. To wit: last month, the National 
Coalition of Anti-Violence Programs 
released statistics on domestic violence 
in lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
(LGBT) relationships in 2002. Nationally, 
as many as 5092 incidents of LGBT 
partner abuse were reported last year. In 
Massachusetts, advocates fielded 261 
such calis and, as is the case with 
straight spousal abuse, that number is 
believed to be lower than reality. The 
Network/La Red, a Boston group that 
combats domestic violence among 
lesbian, bisexual, and transgendered 
women, took part in the national effort. 
The Phoenix spoke with the Network’s 
Gunner Scott about the state of LGBT 
domestic violence in Massachusetts. 


Q: What strikes you about these latest 
Statistics? 

A: They're pretty consistent. If you 
compare those who call about LGBT 
domestic violence versus straight 
domestic violence, you'd say it’s a low 
number. But you have to take into 
consideration certain factors. Some 
people may not identify themselves as 
LGBT, although they're involved in a 
same-sex relationship. Some may call 
mainstream domestic-violence programs. 
The biggest factor is that, in the LGBT 
community, domestic violence is seen as 
a Straight issue. It’s about straight women 
and straight men. It’s about sexism and 
violence against women. Ads about 
domestic violence have been aimed at 
straight women. Yet one in four LGBT 
folks are battered by a partner at some 
point in their lives, which is very similar to 
straight women. 


PERFORMANCE? 


Q: You saw a slight decrease in 
reported cases last year. Why? 

A: Our numbers went down because 
we didn’t have a large ad campaign in 
2002. In 2001, when we had an ad 
campaign, our numbers had gone up 
significantly. We had 329 cases in 2001, 
compared to 180 last year. So you see 
that the more you put out the information, 
the more people call. 


Q: Is there a particular segment that's 
disproportionately affected? 

A: Domestic violence cuts across all 
races, ages, and socioeconomic classes. 
We have folks who call us from across the 
state, as well as across the country. We've 
had folks call us from Spain, Mexico, the 
former Soviet Union. They're people from 
all races, from teenagers on up to the 
elderly. 


Q: How does Massachusetts compare 
with other states when it comes to this 
issue? 

A: It depends. The majority of programs 
{like Network] are in larger cities. Some 
are bigger than Boston, with bigger LGBT 
populations. In Massachusetts, there were 
261 reports of LGBT domestic violence. In 
New York, there were 371. Columbus, 
Ohio, reported 64 incidents. But Columbus 
is a much smaller city than Boston, with a 
smaller LGBT population. Different cities 
also have different comfort levels. In 
Boston, the LGBT community is out and 
the city government has been supportive. 
In other places, people might not feel as 
supported by the community at large. And 
that contributes to the number of people 
calling programs. They might not feel as 
safe coming out. 


Boston’s camera-flash mob 


The television crews were on the 
scene before the mobsters. Last 
Thursday around 7 p.m., a handful of 
powdered news correspondents, along 
with a couple of Cambridge cops 
assembled near the Coop’s alley-side 
door in Harvard Square. The news 
story wasn’t scheduled to take place for 
at least another 10 minutes. But the 
reporters, some towing cameramen, 
killed time by watching people enter 
the Coop, like hungry buzzards eyeing 
a wheezing pack of possums. 

The media were there to document 
Boston’s first “flash mob,” an Internet- 
engineered synchrony of strangers 
congregating in public spaces for short, 
specific periods of time and collectively 
executing random acts like spinning in 
circles (San Francisco), cawing like 
birds (Central Park West), or rigidly 
stomping 2round like robots (the Mall 
of America). In Boston, the chosen 
“mob scene” was the Coop’s second- 
floor greeting-card section. The 
timeframe was 7:13 to 7:21 p.m. And 
the behavioral directive was “to be 
eerily quiet.” If anyone asked why the 
100 or so folks hugging the Hallmarks 
were there, participants were instructed 
to respond vaguely — something along 
the lines of “Looking for a card for my 
friend,” “His name is Bill,” or “He’s in 
New York.” 

At least, that’s what the instructions 
handed out 20 minutes before the 
event said. Sorted by their birth 
months, prospective mobsters knew 
from the Web to find one of five sites 

exact spots like the Border Café (by 
the main bar), Daedalus (near the 
brick wall opposite the front door), or 


Au Bon Pain (the window table nearest 
the bathroom) — so they could learn 
the location of the imminent mob. But 
for the last month, the press has been 
all over this worldwide “phenomenon” 
like rats on raw sewage, so when the 
overeager beavers at the Boston Globe 
printed the date and place of the city’s 
first “flash mob” the previous Friday, it 
naturally followed that a lumpy 


cameraman, with a Fox logo on the 
nape of his T-shirt and a Channel 5 
sticker on his equipment, would be the 
only sign that January and July mobster 
babies were in the right place at Au 
Bon Pain. 

You can wax analytical about the 
flash-mob fad all you like — it’s public 
performance art; it’s a social 
phenomenon; it’s a “post-political” 
movement, as the organizer of the Mall 
of America event theorized on 
www.fimoculous.com. But in 


Q: So how does the state measure up 
in fighting LGBT domestic violence? 

A: In Massachusetts, we have 
organizations, like Network, that work to 
educate the LGBT community about 
domestic violence and provide services 
to survivors. In the larger domestic- 
violence community, there are 60 or so 
programs. And the majority have had 
some training around LGBT domestic 
violence. Still, there isn’t a lot of 
awareness about this issue in the first 
place. When | came out 10 years ago, |! 
read lots of books. None of them talked 
about domestic violence. The issues 
were gay rights, discrimination in 
housing or the workplace, HIV/AIDS. 
Today, the issues for the LGBT 
community are marriage rights, HIV/ 
AIDS, and gays in the military. You don't 
hear too much about what's going on to 
combat domestic violence. It’s seen as a 
downer issue. We’ve worked hard to 
overcome gay stereotypes — that we 
cannot have long-term, monogamous 
relationships, that we're not fit to be 
parents. When you talk about queer 
domestic violence, it can fuel negative 
stereotypes. You have the conservative 
right-winger saying, “See, you're violent 
to each other, too.” 


Q: So what should we do now? 

A: Statistics show that domestic 
violence happens in the LGBT 
community, that it can happen to your 
best friend or neighbor or co-worker. We 
in the LGBT community should be 
looking at this issue and finding ways to 
end it and support survivors. We still 
have a lot of work to do

Cambridge, the occasion was more 
representative of Marshall 
McLuhanism than anything else.

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Raw meat versus mush 
from the wimps 


Journalist Michael Tomasky has managed to quantify 
what many liberals feel in their bones: that though the 
mainstream media may be liberal in some broad cultural 
sense, they just can’t compete with the disciplined warriors 
of the conservative media when it comes to matters of 
politics and ideology (see “Don’t Quote Me,” News and 
Features, March 14). 

Tomasky, a columnist for New York magazine who will 
become a top editor at the American Prospect this fall, has 
written a report for the Joan Shorenstein Center on the 
Press, Politics, and Public Policy, at Harvard’s Kennedy 
School, titled “Whispers and Screams: The Partisan 
Natures of Editorial Pages.” A fellow at the Shorenstein 
Center this past spring, Tomasky studied how the editorial 
pages of the liberal New York Times and Washington Post 
and the conservative Wall Street Journal and Washington 
Times opined on the presidencies of Bill Clinton and George 
W. Bush. 

It is a sign of how muddled the ideological debate has 
gotten that Tomasky would include the Post, whose fiercely 
pro-war editorials in the run-up to the invasion of Iraq 
would appear to call into question its status as a liberal 
newspaper. But never mind. 

Tomasky’s basic findings should be unsurprising to all 
except the most deluded of conservative partisans 
Essentially, he found that though the editorial pages of the 
liberal papers criticize Bush harshly, as the conservative 
papers did with Clinton, the rhetoric of the Journal and the 
Washington Times tends to be far more colorful than that of 
the Post and the New York Times. In addition, the liberal 
papers were far more critical of Clinton than the 
conservative ones are of Bush. To wit: 

¢ “The liberal papers criticized the Clinton administration 
30 percent of the time. By contrast, the conservative papers 
criticized the Bush administration just seven percent of the 
time.” 

¢ “The liberals praised the Clinton administration

Tomasky sought to exclude “extraor 
circumstances” that would skew the r 
other. Thus, the Monica Lewinsky scandal, during 
Clinton took a beating from liberals and conservatives 
not considered in his study; nor is the aftermath of 9/11 
time when Bush received near-unanimous praise. Rather 
Tomasky considers mundane events such as the nomination 
battles over Zoe Baird (Clinton’s first choice as attorney 
general) and Linda Chavez (Bush’s nominee for labor 
secretary), and over the two presidents’ first-year budget 
proposals. 

To illustrate the type of language you'll find only on the 
right, Tomasky offers this, from the Wall Street Journal of 
February 19, 1992: “The Clintonites, like pod people from a 
‘Star Trek’ adventure, have peeled off the thin layer of 
centrist rhetoric that they wore for the presidential 
campaign. We now learn that they are people genetically 
bred to inhabit the private sector. Their oxygen source is the 
moisture of taxes, which are remitted by the aliens in the 
public sector.” 

What’s striking is that Tomasky is able to make his case 
without a single reference to the most important weapons in 
the arsenal of the Republican attack machine: the Fox News 
Channel and Rush Limbaugh’s radio talk show. The Wail 
Street Journal, after all, serves an elite audience, and the 
Washington Times is read primarily by DC readers who 
can’t stand the Post. By contrast, Fox and Rush cater to 
mass audiences, and there are absolutely no liberals to 
counter them in television news or in talk radio 

While conservatives are serving up raw meat, consumers 
of liberal media just keep getting more mush from the 
wimps.

HE UNEMPLOYMENT rate is higher 

than it’s been in years, and I think I 

know why. It’s not that there aren’t any 
jobs out there. There are plenty of jobs. It’s 
just that no one is qualified for them anymore, 
because the qualifications have changed. You 
may have the necessary skills to perform the 
required job tasks. You may have the college 
degree. Maybe you have tons of training, ex- 
perience, references up the wazoo, reasonable 
salary requirements. But, sadly, no one — not 
you or me or anyone we know — possesses 
that one quality that all employers now require 
before they will even let you in the door: 
that you be a “people person.” 

Back in the boom years, there were so 
few bodies available to fill so many jobs that 
even someone with the personality of 
Donatella Versace could get a managerial 
position — with stock options. As we 
know, those days are long gone, replaced by 
an employer’s market. And boy, are those 
employers pissed. They can’t believe the ar- 
rogant, self-centered, entitled little shits they 
had to hire during the boom years just to 
keep up with customer demand. Today, re- 
venge is theirs, and the unemployed masses 
must pay the price. it is no longer enough 
to be talented. Now you have to be humble, 
deferential, congenial, willing to work su- 
pernaturally hard, take pay or benefit cuts 
without raising too much of a stink, and you 
have to get along with the boss, your co-work- 
ers, and, most crucially, the customers.

Some of my best friends 
are people. I’m extremely malleable, | have al- 
most no moxie, and I can roll with any punch, 
as long as it’s not to the kidneys.” Sorry, pal. 
The hiring community isn’t buying it. 1 don’t 
blame them. After all, they know firsthand that 
their offices were once packed with way too 
many prima donnas, know-nothing 
blowhards, dead-weight do-nothings, and 
high-maintenance whiners. Even the hardest, 
most dedicated non-whining employee got a 


little bit entitled during the boom years. Today, 


now that they have enough money to start hir-

ing again, employers are envisioning the 
workplace of their dreams, and trying to fill 
the office with the happy “people persons” 
who will make the previous office dynamic a 
long-ago nightmare. 

The only problem is that those people don’t 
exist. 

If you still insist that you’re a people person, 
you're just deluding yourself, but go ahead 
and take this simple quiz anyway. 

The last time you were in standstill traffic 
and someone tried to sneak his car into the six 
inches between you and the rear bumper of 
the car in front of you, what did you do?

Still not convinced? Try this one. It’s four 
o'clock on the Friday before Labor Day week- 
end, and you’re packing up your office to 
leave for a vacation with your family. Your 
phone rings. It’s your biggest customer, 
whom your co-workers affectionately refer to 
as “The Giant Dickweed.” 
had a chance to say hello, his voice is bellow- 
ing into your ear, calling you all sorts of horri 
ble names and demanding major changes to a 
project that must be delivered the following 
Tuesday morning.

On August 4, 1944, three days 

after the diary’s last entry, police raided the annex and arrested 

the eight occupants.

Their father, Otto, the family’s sole surviving member, re- 
turned to Amsterdam after the war and retrieved the diary from

The HMS’s student body has never 
been your Will and Grace or Queer As 
Folk sort of queers; instead, the program 
comprises predominantly at-risk kids. 
Some of the students have been kicked out 
of home for being gay, and many have 
been placed in foster homes. Racially, the 
school’s composition is 75 percent 
African-American and Latino, and nearly 
all the students have been physically bru 
talized in their original high schools. That 
makes its success rate, which is far better 
than most of the city’s public schools, all 
the more impressive: 95 percent of HMS 
seniors graduate, and 60 percent are ac- 
cepted to colleges. HMS is also nondis- 
criminatory; created as a “hate-free space” 
for gay, lesbian, bisexual, and transgender 
(GLBT) students, the school accepts ap 
plications for admission from anyone. So 
what's the problem? 

Sponsoring and accrediting a program 
basically run by a community organization 
committed to at-risk youth already walks a 
fine line. But on a profound level, segre- 
gating GLBT kids in their own “full” high 
school represents an open admission that 
the public-school system is unable to per- 
form one of its most basic tasks — secur- 
ing the safety of its students. And under- 
neath that admission lies a deeper prob- 
lem. It’s true that attacks on queer kids — 
as well as on kids who are perceived to be 
queer because of their gender affect, cul- 
tural interests, or social attitudes — are 
epidemic in public schools. But the larger 
culture hasn’t yet decided how to deal with 
such assaults, and that plays into the 
hands of those who are openly hostile to 
at-risk minorities. The media response 
ranges from shrugging off homophobic 
ridicule as standard schoolyard bullying, 
to sharing an attitude common among 
school administrators that “someone is al- 
ways getting picked on,” to praising the 
more modern, if ineffectual, approach of 
instituting sensitivity training. 

This rather phlegmatic response opens 
up a vacuum eagerly filled by more pas- 
sionate conservative voices, such as New 
York State Conservative Party chairman 
Mike Long, who spoke out strongly 
against relaunching and expanding the 
HMS. Long argued that, with this move, 
the city put itself in the business of “social 
engineering” and handing special oppor- 
tunities to GLBT students. “What next?” 
he asked at a June 29 press conference 
“Maybe we should have schools for chub 
by kids who get picked on. Maybe all kids 
who wear glasses should have special 
schools. It’s ridiculous.’ 

Aside from the fact that many GLBT 
students face actual physical violence daily 

- quite apart from name-calling, which is 
harmful enough 
that harassment of queer kids is no differ- 

ent from picking on non-athletic, geeky 
or fat students completely misses the 
point. Several recent studies show that 
homophobic attacks on queer kids are 
less about maintaining the social peck-

growing body of clinical and histori-

Karen Franklin, in a 1998 
paper delivered before the Amer- 
ican Psychological Association 
and titled “Psychological Moti- 
vations of Hate Crime Perpetra- 
tors: Implications for Educa- 
tional Interventions,” discovered 
that the self-admitted male gay- 
bashers she interviewed saw 
themselves not as troublemak- 
ers, but as enforcers of moral 
values. Similar findings, this 

time about race, were recorded 

by historian Kathleen M. Blee 
in her essay “Reading Racism:

Unions Between Homosexual Persons is 
glossed over — if it is summarized, flattened 
out, quoted only glancingly and indirectly — 
then its deeply reactionary nature is lost. 

The truth is that this malicious, bigotry- 
fueled document is not only profoundly 
hateful toward lesbians, gay men, and their 
families, but it also represents an extraordi- 
nary grab for power. 

For two centuries, American Catholics 
have had to battle the perception that they 
are pawns of Rome, that they may not think 
or speak freely, that they are not real Ameri- 
cans because their loyalties are divided be- 
tween their country and their religion. This 
ancient prejudice was addressed most mem- 
orably in September 1960, when John F. 
Kennedy — in the midst of his successful 
campaign to become the first Catholic presi- 
dent — addressed a group of Protestant 
ministers in Houston. 

“I believe in an America where the sepa- 
ration of church and state is absolute — 
where no Catholic prelate would tell the 
president (should he be Catholic) how to 
act, and no Protestant minister would tell 
his parishioners for whom to vote — 


His vocal opposition to the Vatican position 
could cause problems for him with Ameri- 
ca’s 65 million Catholics.” 

The fault lies not with Kerry, nor with 
Catholic voters. Rather, it lies with Cardinal 
Ratzinger and the pope. No doubt they 
know precisely what they are doing. 


HE VATICAN STATEMENT comes at an 

unprecedented moment for gay rights in 
American and Western culture. In just the 
past few months, a Canadian appeals court 
overturned laws banning same-sex marriage, 
and the US Supreme Court threw out anti- 
sodomy laws. The Massachusetts Supreme 
Judicial Court is expected to rule any day 
now in the Goodridge case, brought by seven 
same-sex couples — and most observers be- 
lieve the SJC will create a right of same-sex 
marriage or something close to it. Gay mar- 
riage has been thrust to the forefront of pub- 
lic debate in ways that could not have been 
predicted just a short time ago. 

At the same time, the debate has become 
entwined with the rhetoric of religion, and 
not just for the usual reasons. The Episco- 
pal Church this week approved the selec-

where no church or church school is grant- 
ed any public funds or political preference 

and where no man is denied public of- 
fice merely because his religion differs 
from the president who might appoint him 
or the people who might elect him,” 
Kennedy said in the speech, which may 
have saved his campaign. 

Ratzinger’s ugly screed is a direct threat 
to Kennedy’s vision, a vision upon which 
full equality for Catholics depends not just 
in this country, but throughout the demo- 
cratic world. Indeed, another Catholic 
politician from Massachusetts who would 
be president — Senator John Kerry — un- 
derstood the im- 
plications of the 
Vatican statement 
immediately. 

In a front-page 
story by David 
Guarino in last 
Saturday’s Boston 
Herald, Kerry 
was quoted as 
saying, “It is im- 
portant not to 
have the Church 
instructing politi- 
cians. That is an 
inappropriate 
crossing of the 
line in this coun- 
try.... Our 
founding fathers 
separated church 
and state in America. It is an important sep- 
aration. It is part of what makes America 
different and special, and we need to honor 
that as we go forward and I’m going to fight 
to do that.” 

A Republican Web site, GOPUSA.com, 
immediately picked up on the awkward posi- 
tion into which Kerry has been thrust, ob- 
serving, “Kerry opposes gay marriages but 
has come out in support of gay couples hav- 
ing the same rights as heterosexual couples. 


tion of an openly gay man, the Reverend 
Canon V. Gene Robinson, to be the bishop 
of New Hampshire — thus creating the 
possibility of a schism, as more-conserva- 
tive members threaten to leave the Church. 
And President Bush, in expressing his con- 
tinued opposition to same-sex marriage last 
week, invoked the phrase “We’re all sin- 
ners,” an utterance whose meaning was un- 
certain, but which seemed to signal that he 
considers both gay-bashing and homosexu- 
ality to be sins. As though anyone should 
care how he, as president of the United 
States, applies his personal religious beliefs 
to a public issue involving people of all 
faiths, and none. 

In the media, television shows such as 
Queer Eye for the Straight Guy and phe- 
nomena such as Bride magazine’s spread on 
gay marriage are proliferating — even as a 
USA Today/CNN/Gallup poll last week 
showed that the sudden thrust of gay issues 
to the forefront may have contributed to the 
first drop in support for same-sex marriage 
in years. 

It was into this cultural divide that Cardi- 
nal Ratzinger so rudely inserted himself. 
And, as is unfortunately typical of the 
Catholic Church, it came with characteris- 
tic baggage: a claim of universal truth made 
all the more nauseating by a surge of 
wounded indignation among conservative 
Church allies over alleged anti-Catholicism. 
Never mind that non-Catholics might legiti- 
mately resent the Church’s efforts to dictate 
its own view of morality to everyone, re- 
gardless of religion, under the rubric of 
“natural law.” 

Thus we see Philip Jenkins arguing in a 
new book, The New Anti-Catholicism: The 
Last Acceptable Prejudice (Oxford University 
Press), that American Catholics are besieged 
by liberals, including fellow Catholics. In the 
Boston Globe on July 27, Christopher Shea 
wrote that Jenkins believes “an unholy al- 
liance of feminists, homosexual activists, and 
radical secularists — together with a fifth 


column of people who call themselves 
Catholic but who hate the church deeply — 
has seized upon the sex-abuse scandal in 
order to drive the church out of public life 
once and for all.” 

This persecution complex is never far 
from the surface. Currently, Republicans 
are charging anti-Catholicism on the part of 
senators who oppose the confirmation of 
Alabama attorney general William Pryor as 
a federal appeals-court judge. But as a 
Globe editorial recently observed, it’s more 
complicated than that. Pryor opposes abor- 
tion rights, which is consistent with his 
Catholicism; but he also “ardently supports 
the death penalty,” which, the editorial 
noted, is a position at odds with that of the 
Church. 

A particularly egregious example of 
Catholic special pleading can be seen in the 
current issue of the Pilot, Boston’s Catholic 
newspaper. An article by Donis Tracy on the 
challenges faced by the Boston archdiocese 
under the new archbishop, Sean O’Malley, 
begins: “Perhaps not since 1834, when pub- 
lic opinion against the Catholic Church cul- 
minated in the burning of the Ursuline Con- 
vent in Charlestown, has the Archdiocese of 
Boston found itself in such a troubled and 
vulnerable state. The clergy sexual abuse 
crisis, the divisions among the laity, the de- 
moralization of the clergy, the economic 
downturn, the staggering number of law- 
suits pending in the courts — has the 
Church in Boston has been [sjc] shaken to 
its very core.” 

Not to read too much into one article by 
one writer, but this is remarkable. Tracy 
reaches back 169 years, to one of the worst 
crimes against Catholics in American histo- 
ry, for an analogy to the current crisis — 
the direct result of crimes committed by the 
Catholic clergy against its own members. 

It is this sense of persecution, of exagger- 
ated and unwarranted victimhood, that rein- 
forces and underscores the self-righteous- 
ness that allows Church leaders to dictate 
morality even after they have long since been 
shown to be morally bankrupt — to contin- 
ue to tell men and women how they may ex- 
press their sexual feelings for one another 
even as we learn how the bishops protected 
and enabled the sexual predators in their 
own midst. 


O BE NAMED Kennedy, and to be writ- 

ing for a newspaper in the most Catholic 
region in the country, is to be looked upon 
with some suspicion, or at least curiosity. 
The answer: no, I am not now, nor have I 
ever been, a member of the Catholic Church. 
The son of an ex-Catholic father and a Uni- 
tarian mother — married, because of 
Catholic prohibitions, in a civil ceremony 
very much like what lesbians and gay men 
are seeking now — I was an indifferent 
Episcopalian for a few years growing up, 
and today belong to a Unitarian Universalist 
church. 

Perhaps because my religious orientation 
is so different from Catholicism, | am more 
keenly aware than many of exactly how the 
religious view of homosexuality might be dif- 
ferent. If you belong to a more-conservative 
denomination than I, then Cardinal 
Ratzinger’s handiwork is just another way of 
saying what you’ve heard before. If you’re an 
agnostic or an atheist, then it’s just one more 
example of the evils of religion. But if you’re 
a Unitarian — or a Reformed Jew, or a 
member of one of several other liberal de- 
nominations — then Ratzinger’s statement 
isn’t just wrong, it’s a contradiction of your 
own religious beliefs. 

No one is asking that same-sex marriages

be performed in Catholic churches. Gay and 
lesbian couples are seeking the right of civil 
marriage, the sort performed by the justice 
of the peace who married my parents in my 
grandmother’s living room or — as moder- 
ator Sam Donaldson quipped at the recent 
Democratic presidential forum organized by 
the Human Rights Campaign (see “The Rite 
Stuff,” News and Features, July 18) — cap- 
tains of ships at sea. But Unitarian Univer- 
salist churches already perform commitment 
ceremonies for same-sex couples, and — if 
they were sanctioned by the state — they 
would perform marriages as well. You want 
to talk about a persecution complex? Well, 
the Catholic Church’s position on same-sex 
marriage is a direct assault on my religious 
beliefs. 

I bring this up not to whine, but to point 
out a rather ingenious device that Ratzinger 
uses to get around religious objections to 
his and the Church’s homophobia — a 
concept known as “natural law,” which I 
glossed over earlier, but which has a specif- 
ic meaning. Natural law, according to the 
Church, applies to all of humanity — not 
just Catholics, not even just Christians. It 
is, at root, a no-brainer, something that 
should be obvious to anyone if he or she 
would just think about it for a few mo- 
ments. Ratzinger puts it this way: “Since 


this question relates to the natural moral 
law, the arguments that follow are ad- 
dressed not only to those who believe in 
Christ, but to all persons committed to pro- 
moting and defending the common good of 
society.” 

Later, Ratzinger and company write, 
“There are absolutely no grounds for con- 
sidering homosexual unions to be in any 
way similar or even remotely analogous to 
God’s plan for marriage and family. Mar- 
riage is holy, while homosexual acts go 
against the natural moral law.” This is per- 
ilously close to tautology: homosexual acts 
are sinful because they are sinful. But 
Ratzinger plunges on, writing, “Every hu- 
manly-created law is legitimate insofar as it 
is consistent with the natural moral law, rec- 
ognized by right reason, and insofar as it re- 
spects the inalienable rights of every person. 
Laws in favour of homosexual unions are 
contrary to right reason because they confer 
legal guarantees, analogous to those granted 
to marriage, to unions between persons of 
the same sex.” 

Again: same-sex marriage and civil unions 
must not be allowed because they create 
same-sex marriages and civil unions. So 
much for the Church’s vaunted intellectual 
tradition. 

In a piece for the New York Review of 
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Books last December, the 


liberal Catholic writer Garry 
Wills (identified, along with 
ex-priest, author, and Boston 
Globe columnist James Car- 
roll, as a leading anti- 
Catholic by Philip Jenkins) 
explained the Catholic doc- 
trine of natural law, and how 
the hierarchy has used it to 
defend its disastrous oppos 
tion to birth control 

‘The Pope himself 
that it is a conclusion from 
natural law, which can be at 
tained by natural reason 
given good will and minimal 
intelligence,” Wills wrote 
“That is, not only all 
Catholics but all thinking 
people should recognize this 
natural truth, just as they do 
the fact that two and two is 
four. Papal authority should 
not be needed. It is not even 
appropriate.” 

Wills added: “When I 
asked a conservative 
Catholic academic why the 
world at large does not rec- 
ognize the truth of this par- 
ticular consequence of natu- 
ral law — the ban on contra- 
ception — he said that only 
the West fails to see it. When 
I pointed out that the West 
formulated the concept of 
natural law, he admitted 
that, but said that the West 
was corrupted by the En- 
lightenment and can no 
longer recognize natural 
truths.” 

Seen in this light, then 
natural law teaches us not 
only that birth control and 
same-sex unions are wrong, 
but that the sun revo 
around the earth and that we 
ought to feel nostalgic for 
the good old days of the In- 
quisition 

In this sense, Clifford 
Longley got it just right in an 
essay for the Guardi 
Friday when he call 
opposition to same-sex mar- 
riage “Christianity’s next 
Darwinism.”

For SOME IDEA of 
where we might be head- 
ing, look north. Following a 
ruling by the Canadian judi- 
cial system that gay and les- 
bian couples can no longer 
be discriminated against, the government of 
Prime Minister Jean Chrétien announced 
that it would create a right of same-sex 
marriage. And the Catholic hierarchy is hav- 


ing nothing of it. 


According to a piece in the Toronto Globe 
and Mail last Friday, Bishop Fred Henry of 
Calvary has said that Chrétien, a Catholic, is 
risking his “eternal salvation” and is “not 
being accountable to God.” Liberal Party of 
ficial Paul Martin, a possible future prime 
minister, has also run afoul of the Church 
because of his support for same-sex mar- 
riage. “I don’t think a man can allow him- 
self to be divided by his convictions,” Bish- 
op Jean-Louis Plouffe, president of the On- 
tario Conference of Catholic Bishops, was 
quoted as saying of Martin. “A politician 
cannot be totally schizophrenic. If he is, he 
is not being real.” 

If you think that American bishops will be 
more circumspect, think again. The stage 
has already been set. Bishop Wilton Grego- 
ry, president of the US Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, issued a statement prais- 
ing Ratzinger’s folly, and he nearly echoed 
the document in saying, “Catholic politi- 
cians, in particular, must oppose such laws 
when they are proposed.” 

As for what Archbishop O’ Malley might 
do, Boston Globe reporter Michael Paulson 


wrote last Friday that, in 1999, O’ Malley

Sadly, and incredibly, well over a century 
after Mann expressed the characteristic anti

You must place the demands of y 
religious leaders above the good of your 
country. 

From segregation to integration. And now 
back to segregation. This time, though, it’s 
likely to be Church leaders who are on the 
outside looking in — not politicians like 
John Kerry, and not ordinary Catholics 
who've learned to speak up against the out 
rages of their clergymen. 

There are gays and lesbians in most 
Catholic families, which — guess what 
makes them just like most non-Catholic fan 
ilies. That reality counts for a lot more than

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in the belief that the opposition is illegiti- 
mate. “As conservatives, we share a Zeit- 
geist that is not shared by liberals,” said 
speaker Paul Erickson, an operative who 
runs the “Daschle Accountability Project,” 
an effort dedicated to undermining the 
reputation of Senate minority leader Tom 
Daschle (D-South Dakota) in the 2004 
campaign. Erickson has also worked for 
John Wayne Bobbitt, he of the severed 
penis, whom Erickson booked on a “Love 
Hurts” tour in 1994. 

“As conservatives, we don’t hate Ameri- 
ca,” Erickson told his young audience. 
“The life of a liberal is hell. It is not possi- 
ble to have a debate, a discussion, with 
someone who at their root, at their core, 
hates everything this country stands for but 
doesn’t hate it enough to leave.” 

Erickson was followed by Jack Abramoff, 
a powerful right-wing lobbyist and former 
College Republican chairman, who exhort- 
ed the next generation to fight hard, lest 
“the ascension of evil, the bad guys, the 
Bolsheviks, the Democrats return.” 

That equation — 
Democrats — was 
nearly axiomatic at 
the convention. Ann 
Coulter’s latest 
book, Treason, 
which tars virtually 
all Democrats as 
traitors, may have 
been denounced by 
conservative intellec- 
tuals, but its mes- 
sage has pervaded 
the party. Gene Mc- 
Donald, who sold 
NO MUSLIMS = NO 
TERRORISTS bumper 
stickers at the Con- 
servative Political 
Action Conference 
in January, was 
doing a brisk trade . 
in BRING BACK THE BLACKLIST T-shirts, mugs, 
and mouse pads. Coulter herself remains 
wildly popular — Parker Stephenson, chair- 
man of Ohio College Republicans, calls her 
“one of my favorite conservative thinkers.” 

Politicians speaking at the convention 
may not have accused their opponents of 
treason, but they came close. Following 
Abramoff, DeLay began his speech: “Good 
afternoon, or as John Kerry might say it, 
bonjour.” 

“The national Democrat [sic] Party seems 
to have lost its marbles,” said DeLay. “It’s 
no longer a serious force in national debate. 
Its sole organizing principle is an irrational, 
all-encompassing, roiling hatred of George 
W. Bush, because on every significant politi- 
cal issue since he came into office, he has 
beaten them like rented mules.” 

To gauge how “out of touch” the Democ- 
rats are, DeLay instructed, “close your eyes 
and try to imagine Ted Kennedy landing that 
Navy jet.”

Still, DeLay was actually more magnani- 
mous than some other speakers, suggesting 
that the opposition is more stupid than trai- 
torous. “The Democrats’ problem is not a 
lack of patriotism, it’s a lack of serious- 
ness,” he said. “We’re in the middle of a 
global conflict over good and evil, and 
they’re in the middle of a Michael Dukakis 
look-alike contest.” 

Half the crowd filed out when Barr took 
the stage to celebrate Clinton’s impeachment 
and warn against the administration’s en- 
croachment on privacy rights. The room 
filled up again, though, when Warrior, an ex-

The speech that followed contained refer- 
ences to thinkers from Socrates to Tom 
Paine, and perhaps it would require a schol- 
ar of the classics to discern its meaning. 
“America was founded on that primary 
premise, that America would survive only as 
long as its people live up to their means,” 
Warrior thundered. 

“Knowledge of good and evil is the best 
fruit on the tree of knowledge.” 

The conservative movement, he declared 
solemnly, “needs people ready to actualize 
the entirety of their human potential.” 

One message that was clear was a hatred 
of nuance or ambivalence. To defeat the 
“pervasive degeneracy, ignorance, and de- 
struction of soul” that prevails today, he 
said, “you must live to judge and be ready to 
be judged ... extremism in defense of moral 
behavior is no vice.” The saying “There are 
two sides to every story,” he told his audi- 
ence, “brings your loved ones closer and 
closer to tyranny and outright annihilation.” 

“Mankind survives by our leaders,” he 
concluded. “Ali leaders are warriors. 
Mankind survives by its warriors. Our re- 
public will truly survive by them as well.” 

The notion of a na- 
tion under siege by 
enemies both within 
and without was near- 
ly universal at the Col- 
lege Republican con- 
vention, and gave ve- 
hemence to its nation- 
alism. Beneath the pa- 
triotic bombast lay two 
distinct currents: there 
was religion, that old 
Reaganite sense of 
America as the city on 


the world from dark- 
ness. And there was 
resentment — toward 


ties, the carping of 

lesser countries, the 
life chances the students say are circum- 
scribed by an economy made stagnant by 
welfare freeloaders, swarming immigration, 
and affirmative action. 

Some attendees were driven by spiritual 
conviction that seamlessly encompassed 
faith in two messiahs, Jesus and Bush. For 
the true believers, Bush is a man of wonder- 
working powers. Jason Cole, a 22-year-old 
senior at the University of lowa, grew en- 
amored of Bush when he heard his earnest, 
simple talk of God during the 1999 presi- 
dential campaign. Cole says he has little in- 
terest in working in politics beyond the 
2004 election. “I do it,” he explained sim- 
ply, “because I love President Bush.” 

If Bush and his successors remain in 
power for the next decade, Cole believes, 
we'll have a world “where leaders say what 
they mean and follow it up ... millions and 
millions will enjoy the freedoms that our 
forefathers fought for. Democracy will 
spread across the world. Iraq was a phe- 
nomenal start. In Africa, the United States 
is helping Liberia and giving AIDS relief. 
Soon, they’ll be back on the economic 
track. People now living in squalor will ex- 
perience a home-owning boom like that fol- 
lowing World War II. Look at how Staten 
Island was developed ...” 

The College Republican leadership 
echoed this pious optimism. Paul Gourley, 
the party’s treasurer, is a chiseled, broad- 
shouldered 21-year-old from South Dakota. 
“I am religious, and my religious beliefs 
steer me towards this party,” he says. Bush 
is somebody “students can identify with, 
somebody students can follow. His energy, 
his passion for America and freedom, and 
his religious beliefs ... I think he’s going to 
be one of history’s great presidents. We’re 
all honored to live during this presidency.” 

But the cult of personality surrounding 
Bush bewildered a group of French student 
conservatives who'd come on a trip funded 
by right-wing think tanks. Jean Martinez, a 
dashing 24-year-old who'd organized an 
87,000-strong counter-demonstration 
against the strikes that crippled Paris in

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June, admires American free-market dy- 
namism and social mobility. Yet he looked 
askance at the great piles of Bush para- 
phernalia being hawked at the conference, 
saying: “This whole iconography ... we 
don’t have this in France.” 

Alexandre Pesey, a 28-year-old French 
conservative writing a PhD thesis on the 
conservative movement in America, Eng- 
land, and Germany, admires Bush’s hon 
esty and was pleased with the reception his 
American comrades had given him.

The bellicose religiosity of the event, 
with group prayers before every meal, also 
puzzled him. “That we cannot under 
stand,” he says. “Religion is private.” 

The Frenchmen weren’t the only conser 
vatives put off by right-wing religious 
piety. “The thing ruining the Republican 
Party is the religious right,” says Rosanne 
Ferruggia, a 19-year-old junior at George 
Washington University and the publisher of 
the GW Patriot, a conservative student 
newspaper.

Sibeni, who had spiky hair, glasses, and 
a long face, is high-strung and given to 
rash pronouncements. He denounced as- 
sassinated civil-rights leader Martin Luthet 
King Jr. for “dividing the country” and try- 
ing to help African-Americans “advance 
over the white society,” and defended 
American support of the brutal Augusto 
Pinochet regime in Chile. Chen, who went 
to high school with Sibeni in Great Neck 
Long Island, is easygoing and quick to 
concede Republican mistakes, mocking his 
riend’s more outré arguments. 

While Sibeni declared that Bill Clinton 
had been more dangerous to America than 
Osama bin Laden, Chen defended the ex- 
president’s economic program. “Without 
him,” Chen argued, “we would not have 
had globalization. He took a Republican 
idea, used it as a Democratic idea, and used 
it to become the most popular president of 
all time.” 

Chen seemed so mild and centrist that at 
one point I called him a closet Democrat. 
Taken aback, he replied: “How am | a clos- 
et Democrat? I’m racist, I love guns, and | 
hate welfare.’ 

He wasn’t kidding. “I’m racist against 
anybody who doesn’t work for a living,” 
said Chen, whose family comes from Tai- 
wan. “We're in Washington, DC. You can 
guess who that is.” He’s no fan of religion, 
but says he’s less bothered about paying tax 
dollars to faith-based programs than ‘o 
‘crack whores who have eight kids because

Being the affable person 
I am, I took out my wallet. They grabbed 
the wallet, but I took it back. I saw one of 
them reaching in his pants. He had two cir 
cular band-saw blades. | took off.” 

Sibeni had the remote-control keys to his 
Pathfinder, and he said he used them to set 
off the car alarm. Then he ran to a friend’s 
room and started drinking. 

Later that night, he continued, two Es 
tonian exchange students were robbed and 
“almost beaten to death.” Sibeni’s attempt 
ed muggers confessed to the crime and 
were given two years in juvenile detention 

After that, Sibeni got into guns. He now 
owns an assault rifle, a shotgun, and a 
hunting rifle that he always keeps loaded 

Looking at Sibeni sitting cross-legged on 
his bed, Chen said: “You used to get beat 
up. Now you're the one beating people up.” 

Sibeni has brief charitable impulses he 
considered donating his ticket to the Rove 
dinner to a homeless person, so he could 
enjoy a free steak. But the idea of being 
forced to contribute to a broader civic good 
makes him livid. Taxes, he insisted, should 
be abolished. Who, then, will build things 
like roads? “Coca-Cola should be building 
roads just to get exposure,” Sibeni said 

“Who's going to build a road in inner- 
city Baltimore?” asked Chen 

It’s not my problem,” said Sibeni. eS

A new film genre — gay horror — Is nascent in New England

ORTLAND, MAINE — I'm in the 

basement of Zootz, a former dance club 

where, in my younger days, | would get 
really, really stewed along with a menagerie of 
Portland night owls, many of whom had em- 
gothic subculture. This 
time, I’m not drinking, because Zootz is no 
longer. However, there are at least a dozen

people milling about where the pool table once 
stood, and the atmosphere is decidedly goth. 

It’s Wednesday afternoon. In the spot of 
the old pool table is a makeshift bed. Cov- 
ered in a white sheet, the bed and other por- 
tions of the old Zootz are serving today as 
the set for a full-length movie tentatively ti- 
tled Zombie, a low-budget, digitally filmed 
horror flick that has been in production in 
Portland for almost a week. 

On hand are Alex Dove, the Boston-based 
producer, director, and all-around maestro of 
Dove Productions; Draven Gonzalez, the 
writer who last year served as company man- 
ager for Portland Stage Company; a handful 
of techies; and several semi-nude gay men 
who, wearing macabre makeup, are awash in 
red light and remain fixed in, shall we say, 
compromising positions 

“We're wrapping up the final scene,” Gon 
zalez whispers as | make my way to the 
hushed “set.” The film’s screenwriter, Gonza- 
lez — whose first name, Draven, in itself con- 
jures something dark and foreboding — is 
also playing one of the main characters in 
Zombie, although he’s probably the oldest of 
the actors at a youthful 27. He is gay, and I 
assume that all the other actors on hand today 
are gay as well because, come to find out, this 
isn’t your garden-variety screamer 

Dove Productions, based in Boston, spe- 
cializes in one type of film — gay horror — 
a genre within a genre that both Dove and 
Gonzalez say is the next big thing in cinema. 
More than that, it’s their raison d’étre, and 
Zombie, Dove’s third full-length homoerotic, 
all-male slasher flick, is likely to be the one 
that makes its way to the coveted film-festi- 
val circuit next year 

To be sure, not many are aware that this 
full-length, direct-to-DVD feature is being 
filmed in New England. Casting was done 
mainly through Internet solicitation and word- 
of-mouth among those in the gay-horror 
know. Looking exhausted from round-the- 
clock filming (the 90-minute film has to wrap 
up by week’s end), Gonzalez and Dove take a 
break to give me the 411 on what has to be the 
most bizarre filmmaking, as far as we know, 


ever to go down in the Portland area 


ASK DOVE what he’s filming today. “The 
main character, Christian [Jonathon 
Williams], is possessed, and he’s a zombie 
and his best friend, Jason, is trying to find out 
what’s going on with him. So this is a good 
example of a traditional relationship in the gay 
community that involves a person and his best 
friend. Your best friend always knows what's 
going on, always asks the important ques- 
tions,” he says, adding a caveat. “But the 
questions he’s asking are different — ‘Why 
are you coming home late at night all rolled up 
sleeping on my floor and covered in blood?’ 
So, that’s kind of the gist of the scenes of the 
film that we’re shooting here today.” 
Macabre? You bet! 
But the actors who've been flown in from all 
over the country to star in Zombie are stun- 


third full-length homoerotic, all-male slasher flick. 


As is often the case with his films, Dove has 
also employed a “name” actor to give the film 
a little boost. This time it’s Jason Tyler — at 
least, that’s this Boston native’s moniker when 
he’s making hard-core gay-porn films for San 
Francisco’s wildly popular Falcon Studios. 

“Oh yeah, Jason is in the film, too. In fact, 
I think we’re killing him off tonight,” Gon- 
zalez tells me. Tyler’s death likely involves a 
hemorrhage of fake blood — most scenes 
do, and, as I sit speaking with Gonzalez 
about his involvement in this bizarre under- 
taking, a member of the crew arrives with a 
bag full of detergents. 

“We got a little too much blood on the wall 
during the last scene,” he explains. 

Dove and Gonzalez’s films are essentially 
Interview with a Vampire, except this time, the 
Brad Pitt and Tom Cruise characters are actu- 
ally having sex, and the yuck level is elevated; 
just check out www.deadguyscinema.com, 
where there’s little left to the imagination. 

Still, despite the somewhat disturbing na- 
ture of his films (the short “Physical Educa- 
tion” carries the tag “this movie is not rated 
and contains graphic images of implied rape 
and murder”), Dove says he’s doing nothing 
more than providing a product to a niche 
market. His product? Scream kings, a 
tongue-in-cheek answer to the scream- 
queens genre that began in the 1950s and 
remained popular right up through the low- 
budget — but very high-visibility — ’80s. 
And Dove has assembled a talented stable of 
like-minded filmmakers who are bent on 
bringing the product to market before, he 
says, mainstream high-budget efforts eclipse 
his homegrown projects. 

Gonzalez is a native of Texas and has a de- 
gree in theater from Southwest Texas Univer- 
sity. He says he initially became involved with 
Dove Productions after doing some death- 
and-homoeroticism writing as a treatment for 
an adult film in Los Angeles. “It was a little 
too much for them,” he says of his story, 
which oozed sex and gore. Toned down sig- 
nificantly, Gonzalez’s work caught the eye of 
Dove, who had already made a number of 
short and full-length homoerotic horror 
films. He’s serving as writer and production 
manager for Zombie. 


Q: Will people be seeing Zombie on the 
marquee at the local cinema? 

DG: No, but it is a full-length feature that 
will go direct to DVD. We are gonna send it 
through the indie circle and hopefully get it in- 
cluded in some festivals. This is a whole new 


movies. They are starting to sur- 
face everywhere, and we're 
gonna try to beat it before it be- 
comes too mainstream. 


Q: What's Zombie about, 
from your perspective? 

DG: Ultimately, it’s about re- 
demption. The main character is 
struggling with all these emo- 
tions that are coming back to 
him. It’s mainly my metaphor 
for a numbing of sorts of a per- 
son, you know, people get 
numb, they have no emotions. 
That’s the type of people the 
guys in this film are, that’s why 
they’re zombies. I mean, they're 
not dropping bits of flesh or 
having eyes drop out. 


Q: So audiences shouldn't expect anything 


like, say, Michael Jackson’s “Thriller” video, 


which, being a Jackson project, is frightening 


on many levels 


DG: No. It’s ultimately about Christian- 
the-main-character’s redemption because he’s 
having all these flashbacks and he doesn’t 
know why he’s having them, but, all of a sud- 
den, all these memories keep flooding back to 
him. Every victim that he has ever killed is 
coming back to haunt him. But what he does- 
n't know is that a rival zombie, who was once 
the favorite of the devil, so to speak, is the one 


releasing his soul. He’s pulling out all these 
memories, releasing all these barriers that are 
holding his memories in, and Christian is just 
wigging out. 

Meanwhile, within this zombie nation, all 
the other zombies are starting to rival against 
each other. Basically, it’s like a mutiny within 
the family. And ultimately, Christian’s goal is 
to get out of this completely because he’s be- 
coming more human now, and he wants to get 
the hell out of the situation. 


Q: Sounds like you gotta see it to understand 
it. But it does seem to be an allegory for young 
gay life in the newmillennium — getting 
caught up in stuff, going through the motions 
with blinders on, eventually wanting out. No? 


DG: Yeah. Exactly! 


Q: How did you cast the film? 

DG: For the most part, they are actors 
whom Alex has worked with or I have 
worked with. We had some closed audi- 
tions, we called in some specific people 
whom we saw and whose looks we liked. 
We had a lot of video submissions because 
we announced the casting on the 
[DeadGuysCinema] Web site. We just got 
a great response from that and we were 
fortunate, extremely fortunate, to find our 
lead [Jonathon Williams] through the 
videotape submissions. He’s phenomenal.

Q: What's the deal with gay horror films? 
I've been covering gay culture for years, and 
I've seen some really scary stuff, most of it right 
out in the open. But this is really underground 
and genuinely creepy. You've got to love a genre 
within a genre, right? 

Alex Dove: When you think about what’s 
popular or what’s really marked horror films 
for years, well, it’s always been a genre that’s 
had a lot of beauty. They’ve always been pop- 
ulated by lots of pretty girls. There’s lots of re- 
ally great horror moments in them, but what 
also attracts people to them is that everyone 
always looks really nice. But for a lot of peo- 
ple, there is always something missing. 

Gay men, for years, and some straight 
folks, too, have always tried to find the hot 
guy in the horror movie, and they would 
fast-forward to try to find the one or two 
that might be in there. So we finally fig- 
ured out that there were enough people out 
there who really want to see standard, 
good old-fashioned horror with just men 
populating the film. So that’s what we set 
out to make as our product. They are 
specifically gay-oriented: they have gay ac- 
tors, gay story lines, everyone looks really 
good. And everything is here — there are 
horror moments, scares, shower scenes, 
guys being hunted in the woods, vampires, 
and all the men lock amazing. You know, 
amazing-looking guys and amazing plot 
lines and characters and situations 


Q: What's your background? How did you 
get into this? 

AD: I'm from the Boston area. I have been 
involved in haunted houses and have been in- 
terested in horror films for years. My director 
of photography and my business partner, 
Todd Russell, from New Jersey, made some of 
the original Men in Peril films, and a film in 
the early ’90s called Psycho Sisters. We met at 
a horror convention and we knew that we 
could do things better than what was out 
there, and we decided that we needed stronger 
actors. So we’ve been collaborating over the 
last two years, working with his technical 
prowess and my background working with ac- 
tors and scripts to make these films. Last 
year’s film was Das Hause, and we cast 
Draven as the lead and we found out that 
Draven had some amazing writing skills. He 
submitted the script for Zombie, and it’s just 
an amazing script. 


Q: How many films have you made? 

AD: This will be our third feature-length, 
and the first one shot entirely on digital, so it 
will be really high quality. We just released Das 
Hause, which is about a bunch of guys partici- 
pating in a reality-based television show 
spending a weekend in a haunted house. Our 
first feature was made two years ago, and it’s 
called Dead Guys, which was filmed in Boston 
and Los Angeles. It’s about a bunch of gay se- 
rial killers. If John Waters ever made a horror 
film, well, that’s what Dead Guys is like. Das 
Hause was more of a traditional story that 
anyone might rent at a video store. You know, 
they might walk in and say, “Oh, let’s get this. 
This looks like a really cool horror movie.”

Q: Well, when guys make up the entire cast, 
it’s probably a sure bet that people will catch 
on. What’s your take on Zombie? 

AD: Zombie is clearly all about taking good 
gay characters and great plot lines and turning 
it into a horror movie. 


Q: Those qualities sound great and might 
entice someone to pick this film off the shelf 
at your local video joint, but what about sex? 
I mean, these are films with a bunch of gay 
guys! These guys must be doing more than 
running around conjuring poxes and stabbing 
one another. 

AD: Any good horror film always has some 
implied sexual situations. 


Q: When I was a kid, I watched all the Fri- 
day the 13ths, Nightmare on Elm Streets, and, 
of course, I had to sneak | Spit on Your Grave 
into my parents’ house because there were sure 
to be some gratuitous tit shots. Now, you've got 
some fairly well-established porn stars here and 
some very cute guys running around the set — 
is there any nudity in these films? 

AD: Yes. 


Q: A selling point, I'm sure, considering your 
target audience. How do you get this stuff out 
to market? 

AD: Well, one place to go is our Web site 
We are self-distributing the early films on the 
Web site to sort of build modes of distribution. 
Also, we've spent the last few years building a 
library, getting at least a couple of really fine 
films ready to go. 


Q: From my perspective and without going 
into detail, there are some portions of the gay 
community that are kind of dark, but this stuff 
may be viewed by some as really fringe. Do you 
think that the greater gay community is going 
buy into it? 

AD: Well, | hope they do. I know that we 
really enjoy making the films and everyone 
tells us that they’ve been dying to see this. The 
key is we’re not pandering to an audience. 
The actors are broadly drawn, and there’s 
none of that TV crap about gay characters. 
You know, sketches of what some straight 
person thinks a gay person is. These are ordi- 
nary people, normal gay people, and we are 
trying to reflect the gay community in what 
we're doing. 


Q: So they're not so out of the main- 
stream that there’s a chance they'll hit the 
festival circuit? 

AD: Well, we've just started submitting 
these films to both the gay-film-festival circuit 
and some horror-film festivals. What's inter- 
esting is that we are seeing articles in maga- 
zines like Fangoria where people are starting 
to talk about their first gay horror movies, so 
people are starting to wake back up to all this 
now. You know, they all had to have a hit 
sooner or later. #

Still, it’s ice cream that put Ben and Jerry 
on the map, and it’s ice cream that brought 
them to Boston on a recent Tuesday after- 
noon to promote the company’s new organic 
line. And so, over far too many pints of the 
cold stuff at Ben & Jerry’s Scoop Shop on 
Newbury Street, the pair, along with flavor 
developer Mike Spinelli, sat down to dish. 


Q: Is it true that Boston has one of t 
highest ice-cream-consumptic 
country? 

Ben: | believe that’s cor 


Q: Why do you think that is? 

B: Why do you think that is, Jerry? 

Jerry: I’ve never had any idea why that is 
B: We know that cooler places have higher 
ice-cream-consun 

Q: Why would that be? 

B: That is counterintuitive and nobody 
knows why. I mean, New England is the 
highest-consumption region in the country 
and | think Alaska is the highest-per-capita- 
consumption state. But there’s two ice- 
cream towns in the country: Boston and San 
Francisco. Part of it, I think, is having a lot 
of college-age kids. 

J: Well, there’s also a real tradition of good 
ice cream here. | mean, this is a good place to 
eat a lot of ice cream. Certainly, before we 
started, we came and visited Steve's Ice 
Cream in Somerville, and watched the ice- 
cream machine turning around and around 
and around, and tried to count the number of 
revolutions per minute that it was turning so 
we could learn from that, and we spoke with 
Steve Herrell, who was really amazingly help- 
ful for someone who didn’t know us at all and 
had no reason to be helpful. He was just a re- 
ally nice guy and very helpful, and he still 
makes great ice cream at Herrell’s. We owe a 
great debt of gratitude to Steve Herrell. 


Q: Did you ever expect, when you took an

back in 1977, that this would happen? 

J: No. Of course not. And nobody else 
who knew us ever would’ve guessed what 
would’ve happened 


Q: What was the goal? To open one 
shy »p >? 

B: Right, to open one shop, operate it, to 
stay in business for a year. We thought the 
odds of us staying in business a year were 
slim, so at the beginning we said, if we’re in 
business for a year, we'll open our doors 
and serve free ice cream to everybody on 
our anniversary. And then the original 
thought was, we'll do this for a few years 
and then sell the one shop and with the 
money we get, we'd buy a tractor-trailer 
and become cross-country truck drivers. 
Didn’t work out that way. 


Q: Any regrets? 
B: Only that the business is no longer 


independent 


Q: Why was the decision made to sell the 
company? 

B: Well, the business was publicly owned, 
and there was another company that wanted 
to own it, and they were offering so much 
money for the stock that the board of direc- 
tors felt that they had no choice but to ac- 
cept the offer. So that’s what happened. 


Q: How has your involvement in the com- 
pany changed since then? 

J: Well, we’re still employed at the compa- 
ny, but we’re not involved in operations or 
management. So we have no responsibility, 
no authority, and very little influence. 


Q: How does that feel? 

J: Funny. Very funny. It’s very different. 
We're somewhat goodwill ambassadors for the 
company, which I like, because — and I think 
this is true for Ben — we both want to help 
promote the values of the company, not simply 
to sell more ice cream, but the other things 
that the company stands for and works for. So 
to the degree that we can move that forward is 
what we want to do, which is why we’re here 
to help introduce organic ice cream 

B: Whoz 

J: What? 

B: | didn’t know there was a spoon at the 
bottom of the Did you? The funny 
thing is, it doesn’t really fit through [the hole 
in the lid] 

J: It wasn’t developed in conjunction with 
the lid, was it? 

B: I don’t think so. I think they used two

J: They were developed independently. 

B: But you can see the idea was good. It’s 
nice to know that there’s a spoon at the end 
of your straw, don’t you think?

J: What do you think of the color? 

B: It’s neon. 

J: It is. It’s really bright. You wouldn’t 
think of it as 

B: Au naturel 

J: Yeah, right. 

B: Well, that’s the thing: the product is au 
naturel, so they probably feel like they need- 
ed to jazz it up. 


Q: Why organic? What brought the com- 
pany down this road? 

B: I’ve been wanting to do organic for a 
long, long time. I mean, we both were. If you 
care about the environment as a food produc- 
er, it’s clear that the way food is conventionally 
grown is really bad for the environment, in 
terms of all the chemicals that end up going 
into the environment. And then those chemi- 
cals have negative effects on human health, 
and so I think if a food manufacturer is envi- 
ronmentally responsible, they really have no 
choice but to come out with an organic alter- 
native for their customers 


Q: How much ice cream do you think vou 
each consume on an annual basis? 

B: I used to be an extremely heavy user of 
ice cream. I mean, I was eating ice cream 
not for pleasure; I was eating ice cream for 
work. And you know, see, this is something 
I’ve always wanted to discuss with our flavor 
developers; I’m glad there’s an opportunity 
to do this. You know, I always believed, as a 
former flavor developer — 

J: — with no formal training — 

B: — that it was important to eat through 
the pint. The idea was that the normal way 
that people eat ice cream was to sit down with 
a pint and go through a pint, and if all you're 
doing is taking like a teaspoon of it and tast- 
ing it, you're not getting the total eating expe- 
rience. You can’t judge how a pint of a partic- 
ular flavor is going to be perceived and re- 
ceived by a consumer by taking a teaspoon of 
it. So my body, when I was in the position of 
a flavor developer, showed the signs of my 
work. I was exceedingly large. Because | be- 
lieved that you needed to eat the whole pint. 
Now it’s my understanding that you and your 
peers and your ilk, you test flavors just by eat- 
ing a teaspoonful. And | don’t understand 


how you can possibly do it. 

Mike Spinelli: You look at the back- 
ground, for the flavor balance, but you bring 
up a good point. The balance between the 
chunks and the background — that’s impor- 
tant. We do a lot of sampling and spitting, 
without actually swallowing. 

B: There you go, that’s exactly what I’m 
saying. I don’t think it’s as valid [a method] 
of testing. | understand that it’s better for 
your own health; I'd be the last person to 
say to sacrifice your body for the cause. | 
was untrained. These guys are profession- 
als. They probably have a way of, having 
eaten through a few pints, they can proba- 
bly take a few spoonfuls and kind of under- 
stand the trajectory — 

J: Extrapolate! 

B: Right. | never had that capability. | once 
went to ice-cream school, a short course at 
Penn State, and there was a session on what 
they called organoliptic sensory perception of 
ice cream, and they did teach you the profes- 
sional way of tasting, which is to spit it out. 
And I tell you, | could never understand that 
either, and I could never do it. But anyhow, 
clearly both ways are valid, because these are 
some incredible flavors. And the guy is trim 
and fit. Proving that you can eat shitloads of 
ice cream and still retain your physique! 


Q: As long as you spit it out once in a 
while 

B: I suppose. What percentage of the ice 
cream that enters your lips do you think 
ends up going down your esophagus? 

MS: I'd say 50 percent. 


Q: In your history with the company, do 
certain flavors come to mind that just didn’t 
work? 

J: We were just talking about one today. 
Lemon-peppermint-carob-chip. It was a 
mistake. It was an error. 

B: There are a lot of flavors that didn’t 
work. See, a lot of times, there’s like concep- 
tual flavors that you come up with in your 
head; you say, this will be a good combina- 
tion of flavors, and then you try it out and 
it’s no good. Once we hired this marketing

guy, you know, he was like a marketing pro- 
fessional, who decided — it’s not like he 
came up with the flavor in his head — he 
came up with a literary concept: sugarplum. 
He was trying to come up with a flavor for 
the holiday season — 

J: It was actually to support the Boston 
Ballet. 

B: There you go. Support the Boston Bal- 
let, doing their Nutcracker Suite thing, and 
he said, okay, we’re going to come up with a 
flavor called sugarplum. So the packaging 
gets made, but there’s no flavor. People are 
trying to come up with the flavor, and we 
were like, what’s a sugarplum? And it turns 
out that there is no such thing as a sugar- 
plum. So there’s no flavor. So we came up 
with, what, plum with a caramel swirl? 


J: Yeah. 


Q: Well, that’s creative 
B: Can you buy sugarplum on the shelf in 
your supermarket today? 


Q: Did it last at least one holiday season? 
B: At least one holiday season 


Q: Long enough to use up the containers 
J: Right. 


Q: What's one flavor we'll never see? 

B: Bubblegum. I’ve had so many requests 
for bubblegum. I tell people to go to Baskin- 
Robbins. Look, we make a classy product 
here. I mean, we have a base of ice cream 
that’s the best quality you can get. Soiling it, 
adulterating it, by throwing in bubblegum, 
it’s just incomprehensible. It would be a sin. 

Q: Gummy worms? 

J: | don’t think they're that good in ice 


cream. | think they get really hard. They’re 
good at room temperature 
Q: Do you each have a favorite flavor? 


B: Cherry Garcia. 


Q: What about Jerry? 
B: He’s not really faithful to one particu- 
lar flavor. 


scoop. I’m sort of a binge eater. 


Q: You were scooping “Big Dig” sundaes 
in Cambridge today. Why would you name 
something as fun and happy as a sundae 
after something so universally despised in 
Boston as the Big Dig? 

J: It wasn’t my idea, I'll tell you that. I 
told them it was old news. The Big Dig? I 
mean, all this stuff has been done about the 
Big Dig. It’s like 10 years old, right? 

B: I think this is a fun Big Dig. I mean, 
this is the way a Big Dig should be. This is a 
way of helping people feel better about the 
Big Dig. 

J: | think we can safely say that the name 
for the sundae Big Dig was not suggested by 
somebody who is really that familiar with what 
is going on in Boston. [Points to Ben. | 


Q: What would be the flavor of the Bush 
administration? 

B: Oh, God. Poison. 

J: I think it’s helpful for us, Ben, to be 
clear that Ben & Jerry’s is a nonpartisan 
company. Often Ben and I speak about 
our own individual beliefs, but we don’t 
really represent the company on those 
aspects. 


Q: How much of the company’s popularity 
do you think has been about your social ac- 
tivism and how much has been about the 
product? 

B: Well, it’s certainly been a combina- 
tion of the two. All I can say is that during 
the heyday of super-premium ice cream 
the only one that’s survived is Ben & 
Jerry’s. Those other ice creams, a lot of 
them were good ice cream. So it’s a com- 
bination. | mean, nobody’s going to buy 
ice cream that they don’t like, just because 
they believe in the social values of the com- 
pany. But it certainly has given the prod- 
uct, the brand, a pointed difference, and 
just kind of made people feel good about 
it. So much of advertising and public rela- 
tions is about really just trying to get peo- 
ple to feel good about a brand. And for 
Ben & Jerry’s, people feel good about it 
because of the social activism.

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Poster kids 


New art for old memories 
at the Paradise; rock art 
at the Zeitgeist 


n honor of its 25th anniversary, 
Boston’s venerable Paradise Rock 
Club is presenting a poster show that 

highlights 100 of the venue’s. most 
memorable concerts. And though it's easy to imagine 
someone's digging through the Paradise’s poster archives and 
pulling dusty, rolled-up scrolls out of a back-room closet 
(“Oh, look, here's the U2 poster from ’81”; “Oh, yeah, | 
remember when R.E.M. were here in '83”), that’s not what 
the club’s keepers decided on. Instead of an archival 
retrospective, the folks at the Paradise first compiled a list of 
every concert that’s taken place at the club since it opened 
in 1978. They sent this list to about 100 artists and told 
them to pick a show, any show, and design what they 
imagined the concert poster ought to look like. The resulting 
exhibit, “Paradise Found: Concert Posters Celebrating 
Twenty-Five Years of Rock History,” opens next Thursday 
August 14, with a reception from 7 to 9 p.m.; it’ll run 
through September 23. 

“The Paradise has been around for so long,” ¢ 
Marshall, the club’s current managing director 
Fillmore or CBGB's, it’s one of these rooms that ha 
legacy behind it. It’s one of the few historic rock-and-roll 
rooms that’s still around.” To celebrate this quarter-century 
legacy, the club is also creating a memorabilia museum in its 
main hallway. The concept for the poster show “was spawned 
out of trying to put together this main haliway and finding we 
had less material to use than we thought,” Marshall explains 
Concert lists were compiled, loca! and national illustrators, 
poster artists, and graphic artists were contacted — people 
like Bob Maloney (also of the band Crack Torch), Pete 
Cardoso, Dave Tree (of Tree and Drug War), Joe Keinberger 
Mikey Welsh (late of Weezer and the Kickovers), and Alli 
Wong. “In the end,” says Marshail, “it’ll be 100 people 
who've created original pieces based on a moment of 
Paradise time and history. | think artists get a real kick out of 
being able to pick a concert that means something to them.” 

When Jamaica Plain—based poster artist and frequent 
Phoenix illustrator Mark (Mister) Reusch received the 12- 
page list of shows, he didn’t have a hard decision. “!’ve 
probably seen Stereolab 10 times in the last 10 years, and 
the Paradise show was really great. | had the ticket stub in 
an old scrapbook.” Reusch is known for images campy and 
macabre, of pug dogs and burlesque broads. In his Stereolab 
poster, a busty woman and a bug-eyed pup sit perched on a 
rocket, blasting through the atmosphere in rich pinks and 
blues. In Bob Maloney’s poster for a Voivod/Soundgarden/ 
Faith No More show, sonic rings emanate out of the head of 
a silhouetted spider in yellows in greens. “This is going to be 
one of the best shows we've done so far,” Iarshal! enthuses. 
“ft’s a natural combination of what this community is all 
about — creativity, art, music, culture. And the Lounge [the 
Paradise’s revamped front room] is the perfect place for it 
because it's in front of a historically renowned rock-and-roll 
club.”

hat struck Shirley Timmreck when she used to 
visit her aunt in a Baton Rouge retirement home 
was not the cheery conversation the two would have 
over tea.

play Circles of Time, which will receive its world 
premiere at the Lyric Stage tonight (August 7), is 
spun around this paradox. “My aunt was evidently not 
aware of who | was when | was there, but | wouldn’t 
have dreamed it until she said that.

Set in Baton Rouge in 1980, Circies focuses on a 
troupe of aging Southern belies in a nursing home. 
They learn from a new resident, a charismatic and 
whimsical character whom Timmreck based on her 
aunt, how easily they can retrieve memories, and the 
euphoric escape such retrieval affords. 

But the script’s journey from its origins as a musical 
called Louisa (it was first performed in Alaska) to its 
present incarnation as a mysticism-tinged, Southern- 
charmed drama slated for a Boston premiere as the 
initial outing of Kaplan/Bullins Productions, seems fit 
for the stage in its own right. For seven years, 
Timmreck went to the Last Frontier Theatre 
Conference in Vaidez, Alaska, with a script in hand. At 
the Last Frontier, which has been attended by such 
standard bearers as Arthur Miller, John Guare, and 
Edward Albee (who played a role in its founding), 
plays are workshopped and readings take place. So do 
competitions. Local luminary and Obie-winning 
playwright Ed Bullins was a judge and mentor in 
Valdez in 2000; he encountered Circles and was 
taken by it. “It made my heart quiver, and not many 
plays can do that. When | get that feeling, | know that 
playwriting is a craft. A play that moves me, | guess, 
is a work of art, a pleasure, a challenge.” 

That emotional wallop was felt equally by Mort 
Kaplan, Bullins’s long-time friend and colleague at 
Northeastern University. Kaplan has directed many 
plays, including several by Bullins (though Daniel 
Gidron will do this one). “It brought a tear to my eye 
— and !|'m not easy like that either. All the plays I’ve 
done in my time have four-letter words and partially 
naked women in them.” 

The pair started talking to Timmreck about getting 
the play optioned and produced, but not, she says, 
without warning her: “Don’t be impatient, this will 
take years.” Without delay, however, Bullins and 
Kaplan had a second line installed in her home and 
shipped her a fax machine for easy transmission of 
rewrites. Since then, various drafts have evolved and 
been read on East Coast stages, one at New York’s 
Abingdon Theatre and a later one at the Boston 
Playwrights’ Theatre. When Timmreck says, “It’s been 
a long haul,” it’s hard to tell whether she’s referring to 
the play or to her life. But now the play’s time, at 
least, has come. 

Circles of Time is presented by Kaplan/Bullins 
Productions at the Lyric Stage, 140 Clarendon Street, 
August 7 through 23.

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Scary monsters 


OzzFest gets its spook on 


hink fast: who’s the scariest act on OzzFest 2003? 

Ozzy? Not since he became a TV star. Marilyn Manson? 
Not since he disappeared from the radio. How about 
second-stage headliners Cradle of Filth, the British black- 
metal miscreants who look just as wacky as Manson and 
recently released Damnation and a Day (Epic), a harrowing 
concept album about the life and times of Satan? Now 
that’s scary. 

Cradle have been making noise in the US metal 
underground since the 1997 release of Dusk and Her 
Embrace, the first of their three previous studio albums on 
Koch. But OzzFest, which

ursday and Friday in 
Boston, is their highest- 
profile American tour to date 

and according to 
frontman Dani Filth, they've 
been winning over plenty of 
Korn and Disturbed fans 
“We've got quite a strong 
following here, but nothing 
has really prepared us for 
this. | think a lot of people 
come to see us out of 
curiosity, because they've heard that we usually have an 
extensive stage show. | say ‘usually’ because it depends on 
how early we get to the venue for the rigging to be set up. 
We have aerial stuff going on with a trapeze and stilt 
walkers and stuff like that. We’ve been drawing quite a 
huge crowd.” 

With their devastating instrumental attack and penchant 
for controversial religious themes, Cradle are definitely an 
odd match for their new major-label home. “At first,” Dani 
explains, “| don’t think the label really sourced the 
musical field enough to warrant what they did. They 
expected the album to sell itself. | don’t think they 
realized that inthe metal scene, constant press has to be

done because there just isn’t much airplay. But now it’s 
going very well. They’ve come out and visited us on 
OzzFest and seen the reaction, and | think they’ve 
suddenly realized, ‘Ooh, they are selling, and there’s kind 
of a whole genre here.’” 

The relatively big budget Cradle had for Damnation 
allowed Cradle of Filth to realize every black-metal 
band’s dream: they traveled to Hungary to work with a 
40-piece orchestra and 32-piece choir. The orchestral 
accompaniment gives a cinematic feel to the band’s epic 
thrash, which is also augmented by Dani's bloodcurdling 

combination of screeches, 
hisses, and growls. Divided into 
four sections, the 77-minute 
a disc outlines Satan’s 
7“ banishment from Paradise and 
is his ensuing reign over mankind. 
Which begs the question: how 
strong a narrative influence are 
Dani’s personal religious 
beliefs? 
“It used to be a lot stronger, 
but | just turned 30 — perhaps 
I’m mellowing out,” he admits 
with a chuckle. “I think now it’s 
kind of objective. | don’t mean to 
choose sides with either party. In the ballads, like ‘Thank 
God for the Suffering,’ there’s an air of pity about this 
person, this archetype. !|’m a big fan of the study of 
witchcraft and things like that. | live in an area of England 
where it’s very rife, so there’s just an expressive interest in 
horror films and gothic literature. At the end of the day, it’s 
escapism.”

Roslindale Square gets another winner

thought Roslindale Square was pretty 

well set for restaurants, with Delfino, 

Gusto, and Village Sushi. But Birch 
Street Bistro has eclipsed them all. Sel- 
dom has a restaurant outside the com- 
petitive zones shown such accomplish- 
ment at opening. Hardly anything on the 
menu is really new, yet everything has a 
twist or an improvement 

For the duck-confit spring rolls ($8) 
themselves a Frenchified twist on fusion 
spring rolls, the crucial touch is a hot, 
Malaysian-style pepper sauce that brings 
together the savory duck and more-tradi- 
tional fillings, with a side salad of soba 
noodles and a few vegetables. On the 
three-tomato salad ($8), the red and yel- 
low tomatoes were better than they had a 
right to be, even in late July, but the addi- 
tion of morsels of fresh mozzarella made 
an extra dimension of contrast. For a 
cylinder of tuna tartare ($9), the bits of 
fish are held in enough lemon juices to 
ceviche-ify the outsides, while most of the

flavor is sushi-quality tuna, with an un- 
derlying wisp of citric sauce decorated 
with black sesame seeds. Even a simple 
salad of Asian greens ($6) has a well-bal- 
anced raspberry vinaigrette to set off the 
spoon-shaped baby greens of tatsoi and 
other Asian cabbages and lettuces. 

On the main dishes, I was immediately 
taken with the potato-crusted codfish 
($18), because it’s the first time I’ve had 
the faddish platter when the crust actually 
was crisp. The garnish of micro.beet 
greens is both a salad and a sauce for the 
sweet, mild fish. “Pink-peppercorn-crust- 
ed Ahi tuna, vegetable hash, celery root 
purée, pea broth” ($19) wasn’t all of that, 


but the tuna was large, neatly seared, and 
sushi-fresh. I’ve always loved celery roots 
in any form, with the mashed form being 
perhaps the most luxurious, and perfectly 
garnished with the pea purée. 

“Artichoke and Fontina ravioli with 
sautéed prawns, fresh corn ragout, toma- 
to fennel broth” ($16) again isn’t that 
complicated, because the corn and toma- 
to components are merged into a thick, 
quasi-Italian sauce. But the chef adds 
chunks of sautéed baby artichoke and 
fennel to the mix, along with six head-on 
shrimp. The ravioli are nicely made pasta, 
and the artichoke-cheese filling is more 
subtle than most fillings. A wild-mush- 
room strudel ($14) falls short only be- 
cause the mushroom mix is dominated by 
store mushrooms and doesn’t have 
enough woodsy aroma. (Memo to chefs: 
Costco has the best price for dried porci- 
ni.) But the strudel idea is entirely sound, 
and a nice nod to the phyllo-dough tradi- 
tions of the older Greek- and Arab- 
American merchants of Roslindale 
Square. This vegetarian entrée also has 
very nice sides of quinoa, hunks of red 
and golden beet, and asparagus. 

The wine list has an excellent innova- 
tion, which I’ve previously seen only at 
Troquet: many wines are available by the 
half-glass as well as the usual four-ounce 
glass. The 2001 Terra Rosa Cabernet 
Sauvignon ($4.50 half-glass/$8.50 glass, 
$29 bottle) is finished in California from 
Chilean wines, and seems to combine 
some of the best of both areas in a glass 
of straightforward fruit aromas with 
some solid structure to the flavor. The 
currently featured Morgan Chardonnay 
($9.50/$40) is all California, and very 
oaky, not so buttery as stereotyped (and 
perhaps overly oak-aged) vanilla 
chardonnays of California. It was good 
with all our seafood entrées, and proba- 
bly even better with oysters, which seem 
to love oaky chardonnays. 

Desserts are again excellent, though 
the kitchen should probably not try to 
caramelize the mango slices on top of 
the lemongrass-mango créme brilée 
($7), as neither the fruit nor the rest of 
the crust was sufficiently crisp our 


night. The lemony flavor was excellent, 
but for contrast one should have riper 
mango, or a more deliberately mild fruit, 
such as papaya. But I love Key-lime 
cheesecake ($7), which blends the ex- 
tremes of Key-lime pie with the approxi- 
mate flavor of sour cream, in the tradi- 
tional graham-cracker crust, in a post- 
modern cylindrical shape 

Banana-pecan strudel ($7) solves all 
the problems of last year’s banana- 
spring-roll trend, because the filling 

comes through the lighter strudel wrap 
so nicely. | would put chocolate sauce on 
this, but then, I would put chocolate 
sauce on a New England boiled dinner if 
no one were looking. The only weak 
dessert we tried was a trio of sorbets 
($7) served in a martini glass. This came 
to the table soupy on a hot night, and 
most of the soup seemed to be from a 
weakly flavored white sorbet. Spoonfuls 
of orange passion fruit and red raspberry 
were very good. 

Service was generally good, as our 
waitress knew the food and the wine list 
quite well. There was a long pause wait- 
ing for dessert menus, with, by that 
point in the meal, a full restaurant and a 
full outdoor patio. We had considered 
dining on the patio, even though it’s 
harder to taste outdoors, but gave up 
because of an aroma of soap from a 
nearby commercial laundry. These are 
the perils of outdoor eating spaces, al- 
though the more usual peril is cigarette 
smoke from smokers driven outside by 
municipal ordinance. 

Inside, Birch Street is a surprisingly 
large room in all dimensions. Space like 
this just isn’t available for a moderately 
priced restaurant in the usual zones. 
The Bistro is only moderately loud, de- 
spite lots of windows, a bare-brick wall, 
wood floors, a duplex-height ceiling 
with open joists, and Norah Jones—y 
background music. Colors are muted 
browns and golds, with big mock-Span- 
ish lamps and ceiling fans. The lower 
sound and color are relaxing, which 
makes the food taste better. gS

Log in and learn 


Cyber-classrooms are gaining in popularity. Are they right for you?

HE INTERNET AGE has bumped mail 

from the mailbox to the computer screen. 

Instead of once-a-day delivery, with let- 
ters, bills, and magazines tucked neatly 
through the slot, correspondence now comes 
in a constant stream, with new messages 
plinking into inboxes at any time, from any- 
where. Of course, traditional mail still comes. 
Mailmen and -women aren’t obsolete by any 
means. And indeed, who wouldn't prefer a 
handwritten letter or an engraved invitation 
over a hastily typed e-mail or an Evite? But a 
letter from Boston to Baltimore might take 
three days to arrive, and when you have such 
a quick alternative, it’s difficult not to opt for 
it. E-mail screams convenience, and it’s 
changed the way we correspond 

Advances in communications technology 
are also changing the way we learn 

Distance learning is no new concept; it’s 
been around since the turn of the 20th centu- 
ry in the form of correspondence classes.

CYBER-CLASSROOMS, from page 3 
ng online education? And how do you know 
if distance learning is right for you? 

“You have to be disciplined to be a dis- 
tance learner,” says Kathleen Clemens, di- 
rector of marketing and member services for 
the Boston-based United States Distance 
Learning Association (USDLA). “If you’re 
the type that needs physical interaction with 
professors and students, you're probably not 
the best candidate. You have to be able to 
work alone.” 

But one of the strengths of distance learn- 
ing is the variety of formats students can 
choose from. Students who enjoy interaction 
with peers and teachers should look into dis- 
tance-learning programs emphasizing com- 
munication between class members and in- 
structors. Check to see if classes are synchro- 
nous (everyone in the class logs on at the 
same time) or asynchronous (students log in 
whenever they want). Some programs require 
brief on-campus residencies. And many pro- 
grams, such as Harvard’s Extension School 
Online, offer a hybrid of on- 
line and on-campus learning, 
giving students the option of 
attending lectures on cam- 
pus. But regardless of which 
program proves the best 
match for a particular stu- 
dent’s learning style, research 
shows that online students 
“are self-directed and more 
discriminating” when it 
comes to investing in educa- 
tion, says Sean Gallagher, an 
analyst at Eduventures, a

Investing in distance learning is like buying 
says Clemens. “You get what you pay 
for.” Quality and price in distance education 
range from thousands of dollars for an MBA 
to 150 bucks for a phony diploma from an 
online “institution.” The price of an online 
course, explains Clemens, should be some 
indication of the quality. It’s common sense

“that you cannot get a four-year degree for a 
couple hundred bucks,” she says. “If some- 
one says, ‘Hand us 200 bucks and we'll give 
you a degree based on your life learning,’ 
that’s a no-brainer,” a sure sign of an illegiti- 
mate institution. “It’s clear when you’re get- 
ting an education and when you're not,” says 
Gallagher. “I don’t know of any diploma 
mills that make you think you're earning a 
real degree 7 

But according to Gallagher, price doesn’t 
necessarily indicate quality. “You could go to 
a great business school and pay $600 per 
credit hour, or find that you could’ve gone 
to a state institution, paid $200 per credit 
hour, and had a better outcome,” he says. 
But how do you figure that out? Gallagher 
suggests that the process of looking for a 
quality online education should mimic the 
way a prospective student would select a tra- 
ditional university. “If you’re looking to get 
new skills in music, you look to Berklee; for 
liberal arts, it might be BU; for technology 
and business, you look to Northeastern. You 
look to see how the programs fit into your 
professional goals.” But at the same time, 
exploring distance-learning options differs 
from the traditional college tour. Most 
prospective distance learners aren’t looking 
“at the sports teams, the dorms, the student 
union,” says Gallagher. “Instead, the focus 
is the quality of learning.” 

And the first indicator of quality is accredi- 
tation. Just as you want to make sure a new 
car comes with a warranty, so, too, should 
your online institution of choice be accredited 
by one of the six regional agencies recognized 
by the US Department of Education. “Any 
consumer looking for a quality program,” 
says Dr. Pamela Pease, president of Jones In- 
ternational University (JIU), “should first find 
out if it’s been accredited.” According to the 
Distance Education Training Council, which 
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accredits many of the online-only institutions, 
accreditation “is a promise that an institution 
will provide the quality of education it claims 
to offer.” Accreditation is granted based on fi- 
nancial stability, an approved academic pro- 
gram, qualified instructors, truthfully adver- 
tised courses, approved policies for recruit- 
ment and admissions, and suitable equipment 
and facilities. Be warned, says Clemens, if an 
institution says that it’s “in the process” of 
getting accredited, or if it says it can’t be ac 
credited because of nontraditional status 
Likewise, always look for the .edu Web-site 
address. An institution offering education 
with a .com address is most likely a bunk op 
eration. (For a list of recognized accreditors 
visit www.ed.gov/offices/OPE/accreditation.) 


NLINE OR IN the lecture hall, the success 

of a course depends largely on the quality 
of its instructor, and once you've established 
whether an institution is accredited, “it’s rea- 
sonable to ask who the faculty are and what 
their credentials are,” says Pease. Many 
schools, including JIU, use 
top-tier professors and pro 
fessionals to design their 
courses, and employ a 
“teaching faculty” to teach 

— meaning that students 
hoping to learn directly from 
the leading minds touted on 
a Web site might be disap 
pointed. The USDLA Web 
site (www.usdla.org) urges 
prospective students to check 
where the faculty got their 
degrees: a red flag should be 
raised if a majority of the fac- 
ulty has degrees from the 
school at which they’re em 
ployed. It’s also fair to in- 
quire what recent graduates 
are doing, where they’re 
working, and what their 
salaries are. Students should 
look into the nuts and bolts 
of the operation, as well. “Find out what kind 
of support is offered to students, including 
academic advising, technical support, and 
access to learning resources and libraries,” 
suggests Pease 

The “sweet spot” of the distance-learning 
market “is still working adults,” says Gal- 
lagher, and degree programs and resources 
are geared toward that demographic. JIU’s 
offerings reflect the market trend, with bach- 
elor’s and master’s degrees offered in busi- 
ness, education, and information technology. 
“I know what it’s like to develop a university 
from the ground up,” says Pease. “The ma- 
jority of online students are looking for de- 
grees that will move them ahead in their ca- 
reers. The degrees have to be relevant. It’s 
important that what we teach has relevancy 
to our students.” 

But the range of course topics is increas 
ing with the number of schools offering dis- 
tance-learning options. The New School in 
New York, for example, was founded as a 
“center for discussion, instruction, and 
counseling for mature men and women,” 
according to the school’s Web site. Distance 
learning was a logical next step for an insti- 
tution that prides itself on responding to 
changing trends, and in 1994, the New 
School Online University (NSOU) was 
launched. NSOU now boasts “one of the 
most extensive liberal arts programs on- 
line,” with courses like “Transgressive Film- 
making,” “Rebellion, Anarchy, and Horror,” 
and “Philosophy and Emotions.” And to 
aid in the is-distance-learning-right-for-me 
decision, the NSOU Web site (www. 
dialnsa.edu) offers a diagnostic test with 
questions on studying styles and Internet 
access. 

Institutions like JIU, which exist solely 
online, and NSOU, with a liberal-arts tilt, 
are changing the educational landscape. 
“The removal of geographic barriers 
means that whole new brands are being 
created,” says Gallagher. “There’s a definite 
future to distance learning. It’s expanding 
exponentially.” a

men and viewers — that in 
our minds their lives had long 
ago taken the shape of the 
20th century. For my genera- 
tion, who can just about re- 
member the first TV sets our 
families ever bought, Hope 
represented the great cultural 
shift from radio to television 
He first appeared on radio in 
1935, and his weekly show, for 
Pepsodent, debuted three years 
later and finally shut down in 
1955, four years after he'd 
begun to appear on the tube 
He was an icon of our TV-ad- 
dicted childhoods, like Sid 
Caesar or Jack Benny; then 
later, in the unhappy Vietnam 
years, he was the most visible 
icon of the conservative wing 
of show business, whose re- 
sponse to this war was, to our 
fury, no different from its re- 
sponse to World War II. We 
loved him because he linked us 
to our early pop-cultural con- 
sciousness; we hated him for 
an unchanging, uncomplicated 
patriotism that he had the bad 
taste to flaunt when it wasn’t 
fashionable. These elements 
were, of course, two faces of 
the same coin. Finally, he out- 
lived our disgruntlement with = 
him for continuing to be just 
who he was. 

His style as a host didn’t 
vary much when he moved into 
television, though it’s more of a kick to lis- 
ten to his early radio programs, when his 
voice was higher and lighter and his patter 
was speedier. His banter with his guests was 
genial and clubby — they cracked each 
other up. It was also a game of one-ups- 
manship, played with insults. Every 
late-night talk-show host from 
Johnny Carson on has offered what 
amounts to a variation on the style 
and tone Hope pioneered. Hope 
was more democratic, however: his 
writers supplied barbs for everyone 
on the show, not just him. Letter- 
man has always needed to look 
smarter than his guests, but 
Hope’s appeal depended just as 
much on his being shown at a dis- 
advantage, put upon by every 
celebrity who. stepped onto his 
stage. It was an extension of his 
constantly besieged movie persona. 
In the Road pictures, which began 
early in his Hollywood career and 
remain the most beloved of his 
screen forays, it was always the 
laid-back, drawling lounge lizard 
Crosby who got the girl (Dorothy 
Lamour) while Hope raced around 
like a maniac, blinking, and 
whooping and making horrified 
faces. He might be as brash and 
hard-boiled and quick on his dogs 
as a traveling salesman, but he 
often played the patsy 

Hope came to movies from the New York 
stage. Warner Brothers starred him in a se- 
ries of two-reelers in the mid "30s, and 
those led to his Paramount contract in 
1938. But by then he was already a Broad- 
way musical-comedy star. There are so few 
songs in his later movie comedies that it’s 
easy to forget he originated the role of 
Huckleberry Haines in Jerome Kern’s 
Roberta, which Astaire played in the movie, 


or that he shared the stage with Jimmy Du- 
rante and Ethel Merman in Cole Porter’s 
Red, Hot and Blue. 

You get a glimpse of that young, gawky 
Hope, a goofball with romantic ardor, in the 
1934 short “Paree, Paree,” a streamlined

He made dozens of movies: nutty 
ones in the late *30s with the likes of 
Raye and W.C. Fields and George 
Burns and Gracie Allen, seven Road 
pictures with Bing and Dotty, vehi- 
cles throughout the '40s that were 
often immensely likable and in which 
he was often hilarious. The balance 
of his comedies was considerably 
worse in the ’50s, when he starred

For four years, Ensler has led a writing 
workshop at the maximum-security Bedford 
Hills Correctional Facility for Women. The 
film (directed by Madeleine Gavin, Judith 
Katz, and Gary Sunshine) shows her in 
class, chairs in a circle, guiding her prisoner 
students, most of whom are long-term to 
life, in the construction of their own autobi- 
ographical monologues. 

My fears of a soupy evening proved 
groundless: What I Want My Words is a 
forceful and stirring documentary. When 
she’s not delivering anatomical soliloquies, 
Ensler is a great facilitator, an empathetic 
group leader, and a fabulous, no-nonsense 
writing teacher. Time and again she gets

female prisoners. At their best, the words 
are a match for the applauded memoirs of 
incarcerated males: George Jackson, El- 
dridge Cleaver, Malcolm X. 

Did Ensler handpick her class? Holly- 
wood casting couldn’t improve on this inte- 
grated mix of street-taught, straight-speak- 
ing African-Americans and pale, guilt-ridden 
young white girls, plus a pair of wise, 
thoughtful, beyond-days-of-rage middle- 
aged women, former Weather Underground 
members Kathy Boudin and 
Judy Clark, who continue to 
contemplate their murderous 
activities as fiery youths mili- 
tantly protesting the Vietnam 
War. Today, Boudin and 
Clark seem the most peace- 
ful and pacifist of women; 
it’s clear that they’re rehabili- 
tated. Not that they will be 
let out. Boudin says, “I’ve been in prison for 
20 years. I don’t look at this as unreal. We're 
just as real as the outside. This is our life.” 

Ensler’s workshop includes, as it should, a 
consciousness-raising element. Her students 
are encouraged in their writing to address 
the crimes that put them in jail, to under- 
stand why they were committed, and then, 
without dismissing the seriousness of the

felonies, to learn to forgive themselves, and 
to envision a better future, whether in or out 
of prison.

LE DIVORCE 


James Ivory’s Le Divorce is to sophisticated 
French romantic comedy what Renault's Le 
Car is to top-of-the-line French automotive de- 
sign. Adapting the modern-day Diane John- 
son romance set in France, Ivory demon- 
strates once again (remember Slaves of New 
York?) that he’s far more convincing when 
working with a period classic like A Room with 
a View than with something fresh off the best- 
seller list. Is that because they wrote better 
books way back when, or simply because 
they had better clothes and furniture? Most 
likely it's because Ivory is a superficial sensi- 
bility who when the material is closer at hand 
can’t pull off the illusion of depth. 

In this pseudo Jane Austen/Henry James 
bonbon, young American Isabel (Kate Hud- 
son, convincingly artless) pays a visit to her 
stepsister Roxy (an uncharacteristically shrill 
Naomi Watts) in Paris only to find that Roxy’s 
worthless husband, Charles-Henri (Melvil 
Poupaud), has ditched her. So Isabel has an 
affair with Charles-Henri's right-wing politician 
uncle (Thierry Lhermitte). How French! But in 
reality this is a film about art. Not only does 
Glenn Close (who looks as if she’d spent 
every day since doing Fatal Attraction boiling 
bunnies) make an appearance as a termagant 
poetess, but at the center of Roxy and 
Charles-Henri’s break-up is a property dispute 
over an old French masterwork — a painting 
of St. Ursula.

for the dreadfulness of Romantique, 
Hershey Felder’s new “imagination with 
music” centered on the more exalted com- 
poser Frédéric Chopin.

Chopin, romantic and real 


y introduction to Chopin came some 50 

years ago via one of those Vox compos- 
er-biography 10-inch LPs for children (and 
some '50s adults). With the stirring martial in- 
troduction to the E-minor Piano Concerto (Ro- 
mantique’s exit music) as backdrop, the coach 
that’s conveying our hero to Paris stops at an 
inn, where he learns that Warsaw has falien to 
the tsar. The compatriot with whom he’s travel- 
ing decides to return to Poland and fight, and 
Chopin wants to do the same, but the friend 
tells him that his mission is to go on to Paris 
and compose music that will tell the world 
about Poland, so Fryderyk (as he was then) 
sits down and whips off the “Revolutionary” 
Etude — which, in the Hollywood-movie ver- 
sion, would have inspired the Poles to retake 
Warsaw and drive the Russians from their fa- 
therland. 

Actually, Hollywood had already done the 
Chopin story. In Charles Vidor’s 1945 A Song 
To Remember, Paul Muni is the fatherly Pro- 
fessor Elsner who accompanies his pupil 
Chopin (a handsome Cornel Wilde) to Paris 
(the real Professor Eisner remained in War- 
saw), where he meets George Sand (the 
beautiful Merle Oberon) and seems destined 
for movie-bio bliss until he starts coughing 
blood all over the keyboard. Chopin also 
shows up in Hollywood's version of Franz 
Liszt's life, the George Cukor/Charles Vidor 
Song Without End (1960), where he’s played

Romantique is a travesty 


Romantic period on which Romantique 
lingers, we are left with the play’s “fourth 
character,” the beautiful piano repertoire of 
Chopin, in which Felder traffics at a richly 
draped Steinway but without particular in- 
sight. (If the play itself were not egregious, 
I'd vote for a drag production starring 
Dubravka TomSi¢.) Felder’s Gershwin show, 
a runaway Cambridge hit last summer that 
the ART reprised before doing this one, is a 
novel, workmanlike biographical piece filled 
with the jazzy sounds of its subject (including 
Rhapsody in Blue in its entirety). Felder, who 
also sings, renders that material more aggres- 
sively and less buoyantly than Gershwin but 
with polish. And the show provides interest- 
ing glimpses into the composer’s musical 
idiom as well as into his short, egotistic life.

Tate with the BSO at Tanglewood

he bear was a disappointment. Or 

rather, the absence of bear. A juvenile 

had been seen at my B&B the morning 
of the Friday I arrived, but she took the rest 
of the weekend off, likely making for Shake- 
speare and Company in the hope of snagging 
the famous ursine cameo role in act three of 
The Winter's Tale. That aside, Jeffrey 
Tate and the Boston Symphony with Gil 
Shaham and Jane Eaglen at Tanglewood 
and Buglisi/Foreman Dance and Nacho 
Duato’s Compania Nacional de Danza 2, 
both at Jacob’s Pillow, proved that a 
weekend in the Berkshires can provide 
more than (relatively) clean air and Pops- 
like entertainment. 

Not that Shaham and Eaglen weren't 
meant to be crowd pleasers. A week ago 
Saturday, they were the soloists on a 
program that opened with the Overture 
to Engelbert Humperdinck’s Hansel und 
Gretel. Tate’s texture was richer than I 
remember hearing from the BSO when 
Marek Janowski conducted the complete 
opera last November, and though the 
piece sounded static at first, he gave a 
sweet flow to its middle section. Shaham 
then came on to play the last of Mozart's 
violin concertos, K.219 in A, which 
Wolfgang wrote when he was just 19 
Shaham’s virtuosity and his sensitivity 
both struck me as self-conscious, and 
there was nothing in between. His play- 
ing was beautiful, and there was an intel- 
ligence behind it, but it hardly ever | 
sounded like Mozart l 

For the second half of the concert 
Siegfried’s Rhine Journey and Funeral 


Magritte’s Song of the Violet) and Requiem 
(2002; to Fauré) are more ambitious; Jen- 


nifer Higdon’s score for the former includes 
lots of overlapping phrases (“All the win- 
dows were broken”) and imitation for the 
piece’s six women, but the closing Requiem 
was the indelible number, its six women sta- 
tioned (as in Stations of the Cross) on 
blocks (as in headsman’s blocks) and mak-

from Wagner's Gétterdammerung 
Tate drew gloriously saturated playing 
from the orchestra, but I couldn’t follow the 
logic of his tempo shifts. The tension-and- 
release Hans Knappertsbusch creates in his 
Munich studio recording of the Rhine Jour- 
ney was altogether absent, and though the 
Funeral March was heroic in its opening 
scope, the pairs of big brass chords weren't 
heroically spaced. There’s a whole tradition 
of expansive Wagner, from Knappertsbusch 
and Wilhelm Furtwangler and Otto Klem- 
perer on to Reginald Goodall and James 
Levine, that does it better. Eaglen’s voice is 
big, not creamy but not steely either, a wor- 
thy Wagner instrument, but Tate didn’t al- 
ways pull back the volume for her, and at 
crucial moments — “O ihr, der Eide” and 
“Ruhe! Ruhe, du Gott” — his slack phrasing 
left her stranded. 

Buglisi/Foreman Dance is the nine-year- 
old creation of Jacqulyn Buglisi and Donlin 
Foreman; both spent 20 years with the 
Martha Graham Dance Company, yet the 
five works they presented in the Doris Duke 
Theatre called to mind Paul Taylor and Jiri 
Kylian as much as Graham. Buglisi’s Pollen 
in the Air started with couples running onto 
a stage filled in white balloons, and after 
considerable negotiation, love was in the air 
also, but the music — the opening to 
Beethoven’s Fifth, “Des Abends” from Schu- 
mann’s Fantasiestiicke, and Sibelius’s Valse 
triste — was twisted to fit.

Born in Valencia, Nacho Duato danced 
with everyone from Maurice Béjart to Alvin 
Ailey to Jiri Kylian, and yet the movement 
style he’s created for his Madrid-based Com- 
pania Nacional de Danza, grounded but not 
heavy, is a palpably Spanish one that’s put his 
country back on the dance map.

Nicholas Mosley’s Inventing God 


BY PETER KEOUGH 


f you’re pushing 80 and have written a 

dozen novels and have won a Whit- 

bread Award (for Hopeful Monsters in 
1990), you can get away with a title like 
Inventing God. Actually, Nicholas Mosley 
is something of an inventing god himself, 
a creator of fictional universes that chal- 
lenge preconceptions about the one we are 
rumored to live in. He is the champion of 
the “novel of ideas” (he recently withdrew 
from an award committee because he said 
no such novels were being written). 
Which, at its best, is a literary world 
sprung from a beguiling concept, the word 
made flesh. 

Inventing God is neither the novel of 
ideas at its best nor Mosley at his, but it is 
challenging, prophetic, and at times reve- 
latory. As the title suggests, one of its 
ideas is Voltaire’s old notion that if God 
did not exist, we would have to invent (a 
word that in Voltaire’s time meant “dis- 
cover”) Him. A provocative notion to 
bring up at a class in a Beirut university 
where many of the students have fresh 
memories of the abominations performed

on behalf of their own invented gods, 
Christian and Muslim. But anthropology 
and social-studies lecturer Dr. Richard 
Kahn is a bit of a provocateur who despite 
his seeming hedonism and anarchy does 
want to stir up some good in the world 
(In fact, he stirs up the interest of Leila, 
one of his students, who becomes his mis- 
tress and a co-conspirator, of sorts.) Be- 
sides, just because God is invented doesn’t 
mean He doesn’t exist. 

The God that Kahn has a hand in in- 
venting is Maurice Rotblatt, another spec 
ulator on the divine whose irreverent re- 
marks (“all sacred cows,” he declares, 
“spread mad cow disease”), carelessly 
bruited around this religiously volatile 
town, result in his disappearance. Has he 
been kidnapped? Did he flee to a Kurdish 
village where they worship angels? Kahn 
falls into a cellar and 
breaks his leg and 
invents a story 
that the cel- 
lar con- 
tained 
Rotblatt’s 
tomb, 
that Rot- 
blatt’s 
bones 
were 
there 


but he might not be really dead. And via 
the Internet and the alchemy of rumors, a 
new Christ figure is patented. 

Kahn isn’t the only person who falls 
into a hole and emerges reborn with a 
story to tell. In the opening chapters, sev- 
eral other characters — including Maisie, 
an anorectic London teenager obsessed 
with death, and her friend Dario, a gay 
seeker of truth and rough trade; Hafiz, a 
Muslim biologist from Beirut, and his 
Christian friend Joshua; and Lisa, a Jewish 
teenager from Jerusalem obsessed with the 
Holocaust — follow a similar pattern of 
descent and ascension. 

Unwittingly, instinctively, they become 
part of a grandér story of nascent design 
and uncertain outcome. It involves, in 
part, a search for a weapon of mass de- 
struction developed by the Arabs, and per- 
haps the Israelis, too, that can genetically 
pinpoint and destroy specific races. Like 
the rest of the novel, these passages are at 
times frustratingly oblique, with a shad- 
owy man in a panama hat watching or 
being watched by surveillance cameras in 
unnamed locations (is that Iraq?), with 
vaguely familiar faces (is that Saddam?), 
with shocking conse- 


] quences (is this Septem 
| ber 11?) 
More allusive but more 
a compelling than the topi 
cal references are, of 
course, the ideas behind them 
specifically the notions of inventing God 
and storytelling in general. As Rotblatt 
notes, the need for God is a need for 
meaning and order and freedom, and 

if one recognised the need, and tried 

to imagine or invent a response to it 

truly — putting it to the test, that is 

in one’s daily life, in one’s relations 

with other people then it did begin 

to seem that such an invention was 

true; that what had been conjectured 

appeared, when tested, to fit the facts 

of one’s experience; to work. Or if it 

did not, it could be amended — and 

what could be more scientific than 

that! 

Or more esthetic: the other part of this 
litmus test seems more a matter of taste 
than objective judgment, requiring an in- 
nate human ability to tell a good story 
from a bad one and recognizing its validity 
“like an artist knows rightness in his work 
of art.” 

As for Mosley’s own story, it sometimes 
confuses synchronicity with contrived co- 
incidences, and as might be expected 
from a novel packed with lecturers and 
lectures, it reads now and then as if it 
had been written by David Hume. Mosley 
also has a hypnotic habit of according his 
characters little inquisitive asides that can 
deteriorate into irritating hiccups of self- 
consciousness. 

On the other hand, there are mo- 
ments — such as the astounding 
convergence of characters and 
events that occur at the conclu- 
sion — that could be described 
as divine. “Yes that is exactly 

right!” a character witness- 
ing these things reflects. “I 
mean people will see that is

But just a week after Dangerously in Love 
had debuted at #1, Beyoncé was unceremoni- 
ously bounced from the top slot by Ashanti, 
whose “Rock wit U (Aww Baby)” had been 
tearing up the airwaves for the better part of a 
month. Even before her Chapter IT (Murder 
Inc./Def Jam/ Universal) unseated 
Dangerously, Ashanti Douglas had enjoyed a 
meteoric rise by playing Beauty to a succession 
of hip-hop Beasts including Fat 
Joe (“What's Luv?”), Ja Rule 
(“Always on Time,” “Mesmer- 
ize”), and, posthumously, Big 
Pun and Notorious B.I.G. The 
debut of Chapter II at #1, edg- 
ing out Dangerously in Love by 
a mere 10,000 units, set up a 
race to rival the track scenes in 
Seabiscuit — and one that like- 
wise purported to pit an aristo- 
crat against a champion of the 
people. It hardly matters that 
both Ashanti and Beyoncé are 
the products of middle-class 
upbringings. Whereas Beyoncé 
is gunning to become a 
crossover sensation in the tradi- 
tion of Diana Ross, Murder Inc.

Not a few onlookers 
have wondered why black pop’s reigning super-

surprisingly tepid. Her duet with Luther Van- 
dross proves that the clichés of quiet-storm 
slow jams haven't changed since Ashford & 
Simpson ruled the roost, and even her collabo- 
ration with Missy Elliott, a musical tour of the 
zodiac titled “Signs,” seems strategically re- 
strained — a by-product of trying to please too 
many constituencies at once. 

Ashanti’s Ja Rule hook-ups may have driv- 
en Beyoncé into a flurry of hip-hop collabora- 
tions, but the Murder Inc. crew, perhaps 
sensing a severe case of overexposure, keep Ja 
under wraps for all of Chapter IT. Whereas the 
rest of R&B’s divas farm out their songwriting 
and production to hitmaking teams, Ashanti’s 
material was written and produced by Murder 
Inc.’s in-house squad. And Gotti has fallen 
back in love with live instruments to fill out 
his productions, building up even the most 
sample-driven cuts into full-bodied mini-sym- 
phonies emboldened with strings, guitars, and 
trunk-shaking g-funk soul. 

This, of course, 
points directly to the 
house of hip-hop soul 
that Mary J. Blige built 
Ashanti, with her warm, 
apple-cheeked radiance, 
lacks Mary's fiery, 
church-schooled vehe- 
mence, but she brings a 
pop-friendly cosmopoli- 
tan elegance that works 
almost as well. On 
“Then Ya Gone,” with 
Inc. henchman Chink 
Santana pitching in a 
Snoop-like verse, she 
summons up a minor- 
key world-weariness 
(“One day you're here, 
and then you’re gone”) 
that neatly fits the anxi- 
eties of self-styled 
thugs, hip-hop stars, 
and R&B divas alike. 
Whatever her songs lack in depth she seems to 
make up for with style: “Rock wit U” could’ve 
been run-of-the-mill, but there is something ir- 
resistible about her “aww baby” ad-lib — a tic 
so infectious that Gotti made her sing it in al- 
most every line. Those dynamics — a singer’s 
immediacy breaking through'the skin of a song 
that’s all surface, and a producer’s being savvy 
enough to place that drama center stage — are 
in evidence everywhere on Chapter IT, an album 
that raises Ashanti into the recent pantheon of 
Janet and the late Aaliyah. 

If Missy Elliott’s “Signs” failed to lift Be- 
yoncé out of her doldrums, it might’ve been 
because Missy’s best material ended up on 
Monica’s After the Storm (J Records), the 
album that Dangerously unseated from the #1 
slot. Five years after Monica won her teen- 
R&B faceoff against Brandy on “The Boy Is 
Mine,” After the Storm was rumored to have 
been locked in committee until Missy rescued 
it with four new songs. It was already shaping 
up as a bleak album before Missy came along: 
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BOOTYLICIOUS — but is Beyoncé losing her much-vaunted independence? 


the Soulshok-produced “I Wrote This Song 
turns a Shuggie Otis track into a suicide bal- 
lad; “Don’t Gotta Go Home” stars Monica as 
a woman enabling DMX’s screaming infideli- 
ties; and Rodney Jerkins brings the same 
dark-side, sci-fi funk he pioneered with TLC 
to “Ain’t Gonna Cry No More.” Monica’s 
singing, like Roberta Flack’s, is sensual and 
urbane with a brusque, jazzy palette, and 
Missy’s songs frame her with sunsets and 
shadows borrowed from vintage soul — the 
zthereal lead single, “So Gone,” takes a lick 
from the Whispers, and her pensive “Knock 
Knock” gets its Memphis-in-the-’70s drawl 
from a sample of the obscure Isaac Hayes 
masterminded group the Masqueraders. 

Meanwhile, waiting in the wings is Mya, 
who appears ready to out-booty the bootyli- 
cious one herself. The Independent Woman 
now has to contend with a “Sophisticated 
Lady” — to name one of the tracks on Mya’s 
new Moodring (A&M) — who’s willing to 
reposition herself as a freak on a leash. The 
most demure, and least likely, of the “Lady 
Marmalade” quartet (with Pink, Christina, 
and Lil’ Kim), Mya had been safe enough to 
land a song on the Rugrats soundtrack, and 
her dancing skills were good enough for the 
film version of Chicago. But her shyness had 
obviously worn off by the time she planted the 
year’s most awkward lap dance on TRL host 
Carson Daly last month while lip-synching her 
current hit. (Penned by Missy, it includes the 
line, “My ass is like . . . whoa!”; is this a step 
up from Missy’s own “Work It,” on which she 
declared that her “ass goes whoom”?)

r pulled off by a local rocker 


that even its makers probably haven't 
thought about in a long while. 

“I like to write really emotional songs 
about really trivial things,” he says. 
“They're about things I’m fascinated with, 
but why anyone else would be fascinated is 
beyond me — if anything, they’re fascinat- 
ed that I’m fascinated. I’m definitely more 
obsessive than your average guy in a band 

that explains why I’m single at the mo- 
ment. I mean, things like the ‘Side Two’ 
song might seem trivial, but I really mean it 
like nobody’s business.” 

Pressed further, he notes that most of his 
favorite songwriters walk the line between 
emotion and humor. “Someone like Randy 
Newman can be funny and still write the 
most emotional songs around. | don’t like 


to devote too much time to either camp 


if the title “Hot for Teacher” sounds familiar, just 
imagine what Thundertrain’s Mach Bell was 

thinking when he got hold of Van Halen’s 1984 
album and saw another song with that title. 


But it’s his lyrics that will get the most 
attention and the more of a music ob- 
sessive you are, the more likely you are to 
get the in-jokes. On “All the Dog Races,” 
he fantasizes about a dream girl who'll in- 
vite him to see “Laser Genesis” at the 
Hayden Planetarium (“I’m not even sure 
there is a Laser Genesis, but I'd love to 
meet a girl who knows what ‘The Battle of 
Epping Forest’ is”). “Wreckastowe” is an 
anthem to hanging out in record stores 
and rejoicing over the fact that the give- 
away boxes at used-vinyl shops are usually 
full of Joan Armatrading albums. And on 
“Side Two,” he devotes an entire lyric to 
complaining about how certain albums 
save their best songs for the second half. 
The second verse is about Cheap Trick’s 
debut, a familiar-enough topic. But the 
first is about Hall & Oates’s 1973 release 
War Babies, a Rundgren-produced album 


| like people to be entertained, but I don’t 
want them to be novelty songs.” For the 
record, Powhida has met both Rundgren 
and Hall, and he’s complained to both that 
the bass on War Babies was out of tune. 

As for “Rock World,” he says it’s about 
some of the career frustration he felt after 
leaving Albany. “I got as famous there as 
anybody could. That’s why I had to leave 
town, because everybody knew all the songs. 
So that song’s about my disillusionment 
with the rock dream. . . . No, who am I try- 
ing to kid? It’s really about pussy. It’s about 
the elemental power of the female anatomy. 
A lot of times when we play that one, I get 
people looking at me like, ‘How dare you?’ 
Then they come back and say, ‘Play the 
pussy song again.’” #

The Warped Tour soldiers on in Brockton

hen it first got rolling, in the 
early "90s, the Warped Tour 
looked an awful lot like Lolla- 





palooza’s snotty young skatepunk 
cousin — a close relative of the kind of 
package tour that Perry Farrell had 
dreamed up to serve the all-ages crowd 
who'd been gravitating toward mosh 
pits across the country for years. But it 
quickly became apparent that the 
Warped Tour — an event that got its 
name from Warp, the music-oriented 
magazine published by Transworld, a 
company best known for its skateboard- 
ing and snowboarding periodicals 

was a whole different animal. For 
starters, rather than attempting to bite 
into a broad slice of the demographic 
pie by bringing together a diverse roster 
of artists from some hard-to-define “al

ternative” sector of the music business, 
Warped was happy to narrowcast, load- 
ing up on as many so-called punk bands 
as it could fit onto half a dozen stages 
over the course of an afternoon, and 
topping it all off with a big halfpipe for 
skateboarding demonstrations. So 
whereas Lollapalooza searched in vain 
for some way to define itself as a festival 
— as something that was culturally 
more than the sum of its musical parts 
— Warped already had a built-in con- 
nection to the same lucrative fusion of 
rock and sport that was fueling the 
growth of the X Games. Lollapalooza 
quickly lost its relevance as “alternative” 
came to mean less and less; meanwhile, 
Warped has continued to thrive, draw- 
ing its energy and its identity from a 
skatepunk lifestyle that remains as at- 
tractive as ever, if not more so, to 
teenagers across the country 

To a music-oriented person like my- 
self, the big halfpipe full of skaters and 
BMX bikers that was set up next to a 
pair of stages at this year’s Warped, 
which landed at the Brockton Fair- 
grounds last Thursday, might have 
seemed nothing more than an amusing 
distraction. But the intersection of skate 
and punk that that halfpipe represented 
was a tangible reminder of the cultural 
phenomenon that has made the tour a 
thriving enterprise. This Warped wasn’t 


Warped came to Boston was Northamp- 
ton, which had an airport that wasn’t 
afraid of an invasion of thousands of 
teenage skate punks. Warped also found 
a temporary home on the Cape for a few 
years, though I never made it out to one 
of those. By the time the tour discovered 
Suffolk Downs, the organizers had 
worked out a framework that gave the 
kids what they wanted. 

And at the Brockton Fairgrounds this 
year, that framework remained intact. In 
keeping with punk’s traditional suspi- 
cion of anything that looks too much 
like a rock star, Warped, as distinct from 
Lollapalooza, has only a nominal head- 
liner, instead relying on a group of 
main-stage acts to sell tickets. They 
along with the rest of the bands — the 
ones who come for part or all of the 
tour to play the smaller stages and the 
earlier slots — switch around in the 
liné-up from day to day. And Warped 
places less value on record sales and air- 
play then it does on staying power and 
respect. Over the past five or six years, 
the tour has drawn its main-stage acts 
from among the same general group of 
bands: West Coast pop-punkers Penny- 
wise (who played the final set in Brock- 
ton) and NOFX have been taking turns 
for a few years now, with Me First and 
the Gimme Gimmes, a punk-rock cover 
band fronted by NOFX singer Fat Mike,

could be more in keeping with punk- 
rock values. . 

Thanks to the Mighty Mighty Boss 
tones and Dropkick Murphys, who have 
also alternated doing the tour over the 
past few years, Warped has maintained a 
solid Boston connection. This year it 
was the Dropkicks’ turn. And the rest of 
the packed Brockton Fairgrounds 
seemed to empty out as fans flowed 
south toward the main stage for their 
5 p.m. set. With the sun-beaten crowd 
whipped into a dusty frenzy, it was al- 
most impossible to catch more than a 
tiny glimpse of the Dropkicks — even 
from backstage — when they appeared 
along with a couple of kilt-wearing bag- 
pipers from some local electricians’ 
union. 

All of the tour’s six stages are 
arranged in adjacent pairs, so that as 
one band finished their set the next 
could be ready to go. Following pop- 
punk upstarts Mest — the last major 
group of the day with any major-label 
association to play the main stage — 
the Dropkicks signaled the beginning 
of the climax of this year’s show with 
their special brand of Irish working- 
class punk rock. And just as they got 
going, you could make out the rewing 
of dirtbike engines as the most recent 
addition to the Warped line-up — 
stunt motorcycle riders — prepared to 
do their thing on a course that had 
been set up right next to the two main 
stages. The result was near sensory 
overload as the Dropkicks handed the 
ball off to the Hawaiian-shirt-clad jok- 
ers in Me First and the Gimme 
Gimmes; who in turn blended right 
into the classic mohawk punk of Ran- 
cid. Meanwhile, at one of the smaller 
stages closer to the gate, one of Gef- 
fen’s latest signings — a band called 
S.T.U.N. — were doing their best to 
win over a small crowd of tired kids 
who'd given up on trying to fight their 
way up to the main stage. That as 
much as anything seemed to capture

Beth Gibbons and Black Box Recorder

emember trip-hop? The label may have 
been rejected by most of the artists it 


was first applied to (artists are like that), 


but it certainly seemed to name something. In 
the late ’90s, the genre’s compromise between 
the intentionally faceless rhythms of contem- 
porary dance music and a more traditional 
emphasis on expressive melodies and vocalists 
was inescapable, as if pop’s future had finally 
arrived. Of course, the future doesn’t last as 
long as it used to — who'd have predicted the 
ascendancy of the Strokes and the White 
Stripes in 1998? Recent releases by the style’s 
architects (Massive Attack, Tricky) have been 
self-indulgently eclectic, leaving the loops- 
plus-tunes field to latecomers (Everything But 


Holiday impersonation of “Romance” shows. 
But most of her influences are worn more light- 
ly: the piano vamp and the drawn-out phrasing 
of “Show” nod respectfully to the late Nina Si- 
mone. And on the single “Tom the Model,” the 
subdued richness of both her voice and the sur- 
rounding orchestration evokes vintage Scott 
Walker, with high-anxiety lyrics to match: “I 
can’t hide my own despair/I guess I never 
will.” Out of Season finds Gibbons in the same 
dark places as Portishead’s Dummy; she’s just 
arriving by older means of transport. 

Sarah Nixey and the rest of Black Box 
Recorder have visited the same stops as Gib- 
bons, though in reverse order. First conceived 
as a vehicle for excess songs by the Auteurs, 
Luke Haines’s 1998 debut, England Made 
Me, established Nixey as a low-affect anti- 

diva, vocally limited but 
with personality (and mock- 
ingly posh accent) to burn. 
The single “Child Psycholo- 
gy” backed her spoken 
monologue with spare, elec- 
tro-acoustic work by Haines

Geoff Barrow’s penchant for spy-flick at- 
mospherics and slo-mo turntablism made 
Bristol’s Portishead the most stylish (and imi- 
tated) band of trip-hop’s first wave, and Beth 
Gibbons’s witchy cool gave it a distinctive 
voice. The group were last heard from on 
1998’s live-with-orchestra Roseland NYC; 
though officially a “break” from her main gig, 
the import-only Out of Season (Go Beat), 
credited to Gibbons and “Rustin Man,” sug- 


gests that she’s parted company from Barrow. 


Despite programming by Talk Talk associate 
Paul Webb, the feel is pointedly analog. Al- 
most every track depends on grainy sonic de- 
tails no good futurist would care about: live 
strings, fingers passing over guitar frets, the 
foggy whir of a heavily-Leslied Hammond. 


There’s even a jazzy ballad (“Drake”) in wire- 


brushed 5/4 time, though the song’s melodic 
twists are more Bacharach than Brubeck. 

In Portishead, Barrow’s restrained arrange- 
ments hemmed in Gibbons’s soulfulness and 
talent for mimicry, often to great effect; solo, 
her pipes are front and center throughout. It’s 
not always a good idea, as the too-overt Billie

February”) against a background chant of

house throb. The previous albums’ distinctive 
use of space (not to mention Haines’s guitar) 
largely vanishes under an anonymous coating 
of synth-strings, even on the few rock-struc- 
tured tracks (“I Ran All The Way Home,” the 
Kinks-ish “British Racing Dream”). 

Much of Passionoia is plastic all the way 
down, but “Andrew Ridgely” has a more com- 
plicated texture. Framed as autobiography 
(“This is Sarah Nixey talking/ MIDI'd up and 
into the groove”), it finds the singer plunking 
down her tooth-fairy money for a copy of 
Fantastic before launching into an apparently 
sincere (albeit misspelled) paean to George 
Michael’s silent partner: “I was brought up to 
the beat of your synthesizer/I came alive to 
the smoldering fire in your eyes.” The song 
resonates with pop’s capacity to reveal previ- 
ously unimagined aspects to life — if only to a 
schoolgirl. The final twist, though, is that 
Nixey is just as pre-fabricated as her subject of 
adoration: even when she sings her own 
name, Haines and Moore don’t give her a 
writing credit. s

Now Malick has stopped sitting on 
those tracks. Earlier this month, they were 
released as the seven-tune EP New York 
City (Koch Records), by the Peter Malick 
Group featuring Norah Jones, a disc that’s 
at least as good as 
Jones’s multi-mil- 
lion-selling Blue 
Note debut, Come 
Away with Me. It 
opens with Jones 
wrapping the deli- 
cate gauze of her 
voice over the 
wounded lyrics of 
the title track. Her 
soft, subtle delivery 
makes the wistful 
reminiscences all 
the more poignant 
as Malick’s chords 
move gently be- 
neath and his deli- 
cate guitar flourish- 
es, slide tones that 
mingle with equally 
sympathetic Mel- 
lotron, underscore 
the verses and cho- 


tl 


ruses 

Malick gets to trade phrases with Jones 
on the Stones-like “Things You Don’t 
Have To Do,” a number with richer, bold- 
er blood than anything on Come Away 
with Me. There’s also the break-up song 
“Strange Transmissions,” which channels 


and lovely covers of Dylan’s “Heart of 
Mine” and Magic Sam’s blues classic “All 
Your Love.” Jones transforms the latter 
from a bold declaration into a tough but 
aching plea. Malick also plays it slow and 
smooth, his rich tone emulating Sam while 
he adds his own sonic tension. 

Malick says he last spoke to Jones in 
mid May: “We've stayed in touch, and she 
was really enthusiastic about the record- 
ings until recently.” She'd have reason to 
be still if a small music-biz battle hadn’t 
been waged before Blue Note withdrew its 
objections to the EP’s release. Obviously 
Blue Note would rather you bought a new 
Norah Jones album than New York City 
since it has invested heavily in her career 
And Malick’s disc should do well. More 
than 40,000 copies had been ordered by 
record stores a month before its release, 
and that’s a giant number by indie-label 
standards. 

Thanks to his deal with Koch, Malick, 
who now divides his time between Los An- 
geles and Boston, has the fuel to finish his 
album. He’s planning to return to Room 9 
soon and record eight more songs with a 
line-up of guest vocalists that includes 
Boston singer-songwriter Jess Klein, 
Philly’s Antje Duvekot, LA-based Kirsten 
Proffit, and his daughter Mercy.

hen I get 311 singer SA on the‘phone 

for an interview, he’s hanging out on 

the shores of Lake Michigan on a nice 
summer day in Milwaukee, gearing up to play 
a show later that night. The LA-via-Omaha 
band’s seventh and latest album, Evolver (Vol- 
cano), has just hit stores, and he can’t stop 
gushing about it. “It’s my favorite 311 record 
by far. It’s our best songs, and it’s probably 
the best sound we've gotten since our debut, 
Music.” It’s also a hit: Evolver is the fourth 
consecutive 311 studio album to debut in the 
Billboard album-chart Top 10, and the single 
“Creatures (For a While)” is getting plenty of 
airplay on modern-rock radio 

It’s been eight years since 311 released 

their homonymous third album, which went 
triple platinum on the strength of the rau- 
cous funk-metal smashes “Down” and “All 
Mixed Up.” They weren’t able to maintain 
that level of popularity for long, but the pro- 
found influence they’ve had on some of 
today’s most popular rock groups is hard to 
deny; Linkin Park, in particular, sound as if 
they'd spent more than a little time studying

Evolver is the latest result of 311’s fruitful 
collaboration with producer Ron Saint Ger- 
main, who previously worked with them on 
311 and 2001's From Chaos (Volcano). It’s 
also the first album they’ve made at the Hive, 
the Hollywood recording studio they bought 
two years ago and have been refurbishing 
ever since. “I really can’t say how much it’s 
helped us, in so many ways,” SA raves about 
the studio. “We get to rehearse, write, demo, 
and record there. It played a huge part in the 
structure of the songs and the sound that we 
got. Prior to making the record, we re- 
vamped the control room and brought in a 
new recording console, and | think that 
made a world of difference.” 

“Creatures” is a classic 311 party jam that 
finds singer Nicholas Hexum blowing off 
stress after a tough day at the, uh, office. SA 
sings harmony and provides his trademark 
rap counterpoint; the rest of the band thump 
along as playfully as ever. “*Creatures’ is re- 
ally just a reaction to demands that are 
placed on us individually and how we deal 
with them. We’re fortunate that we’re in a 
position to do something we love. At the 
same time, you're trying to make everybody 
in your life happy, and sometimes you might 
not want to do certain things, but you do. 
It’s about being who you are and letting go.” 

Although the single covers familiar territo- 
ry for 311, Evolver takes off in enough inter- 
esting new directions to justify its title.

“Sometimes Jacks Rule the Realm” is a 
moody unplugged epic that deals with the 
frustration the group felt recently when, 
after deciding to test the European market, 
they found themselves touring as an opening 
act for the first time in ages. “Crack the 
Code” rides a mean dancehall groove, but its 
sentiment is unabashedly romantic: “You are 
the first to crack my code.” “The bulk of the 
songs on Evolver are about relationships,” 
admits SA, who counts notorious softies 
Coldplay among his favorite new bands. “On 


“Crack the Code,’ we’re opening up 
more and being more honest with who 
we are. It might be uncomfortable, but 
the best lyrics are the most uncomfort- 
able ones.” 

One of the disc’s most memorable 
choruses (along with some smokin’ 
Jerry Garcia licks from guitarist Tim 
Mahoney) comes on the reggae-metal 
power ballad “Beyond the Gray Sky,” 
which addresses the recent suicide of 
Hexum’s best friend from high school. 
“Suicide is always something that’s so 
unexpected and tragic and sad,” SA 
acknowledges. “But if it’s in you and 
you're creative, you can make some- 
thing beautiful out of it. It’s about tak- 
ing something that’s so wrong and un- 
derstanding it a little more. That’s what 
the song does for others as well. If 
somebody’s pondering suicide, maybe 
it can help them.” 

As someone who does a lot of rap- 
ping in a rock band, SA is the kind of 
guy hipsters love to hate. But 311 have 
been playing down their hip-hop 
influence in recent years, and the new 
album continues in that direction. 
“When the band started out, we were 
heavily into Public Enemy, Urban 
Dance Squad, Red Hot Chili Peppers, 
Bad Brains. The energy behind all that was a 
big influence, but we’ve always been into 
melody. Evolver is the least rap we've ever 
had; there’s a lot more melody and harmony 
I would say we’re more in that vein now. That 
will always be a part of what we're all about 
— maybe even a larger part in the future.”

On Duran Duran and being a man 


uran Duran released their second 
album, Rio, in 1982. My grandmother 
bought it for me, on cassette, just as | 
was finishing elementary school and prepar 
ing for an all-boys junior high. That they 
were British and grown men while I was a 
small and skinny pre-pubescent blond LA 
Jew didn’t stop me from 
making them my idols 
They wore white pants 
and yacht-club stripes and 
styled their hair into flips 
and waves, streaking it 
with highlights and hold- 
ing it with mousse 

These were men who 
primped and posed, and I 
whose mother was on a 
first-name basis with sales girls at Neiman 
and Saks, was a boy who grew up thinking 
there was nothing wrong with primping and 
posing. In one of the earliest family photo- 
graphs of me as a child, my mother had 
dressed me in a one-piece yellow jumper 
and white leather sandals with silver buckles. 
I’m in an Omaha forest, holding a flower 
and leaning against a tree. No surprise, 
then, that though I liked Duran’s leading 
heartthrobs, Simon and John, just fine, | 
identified most with Nick. “Give me a bride- 
groom slender and pale,” goes a Yiddish folk 
song; Nick was “slender and pale” and al- 
ways hiding behind his synthesizers. He 
looked like a really pretty girl, and that made 
me feel better about having soft hands and 
no hips and weighing less than a hundred 
pounds. 

All of the singles from Duran Duran’s 
golden age (1981-’85) are newly available as 
an artful box set of 13 CDs, each one a re- 
creation of the original seven-inch. Released 
in just in time for a Duran Duran summer 
tour and new album, the set is the gemstone 
of the current 80s new-wave revival (even 
Dead or Alive are back). After all, nothing 
denotes ’80s as acutely as Duran Duran, the 
band who in Bret Easton Ellis’s 1985 novel 
Less Than Zero blared from the bedroom of 
an out-to-lunch Beverly Hills mom while 
teen girls in bikinis watched hardcore porn 
on a Betamax. The set is also out just in time 
for the new “metrosexuality” marketing 
trend that the New York Times gave recent 
front-page attention to in its Sunday Styles 
section. Duran Duran fit the bill then, and I 
fit it now sexually straight men who like 
to shop, who have a bathroom full of facial 
products, who appreciate a good spa day. 

But for me, the music on Duran Duran’s 
The Singles 81-85 (EMI) is far more than a 
marketing ploy and far more than ’80s nos- 
talgia. It’s the soundtrack to an alternat‘ve 
masculinity — music that doesn’t rely on

Put the Camera on Me pulls together all the 
videos Darren directed as a kid, from campy 
Holocaust re-enactments where he and his 
neighborhood friends role-play as dying 
Jews and SS officers (all dressed in the same 
tight white underwear) to “Gay As a Whis- 
tle,” where they find a magic coin that turns 
straight football players into screaming 
queens. The films are incredible portraits of 
masculinity being made and unmade during 
an adolescence willfully caught on tape.

(2003). This feel-good trifle combines 
two recently popular formulas — the big 
fat pseudo-multicultural sit-com and the 
full-monty-fied pseudo-sociological 
comedy — to manipulate audiences to 
their hearts’ content. Although the title 
refers to the devastating free kicks of 
Manchester United (but just signed to 
Real Madrid) star David Beckham (one 
of which, against Greece, got England 
into last year's World Cup), director 
Gurinder Chadha's broad strokes are 
strictly in your face.

First-time documentary film- 
maker Andrew Jarecki (among his pre- 
vious film credits is co-founding Movie- 
fone) plunges himself and his audience 
into the unwholesome, pitiful, and 
frightening lives of the Friedmans, a 
model upper-middie-class family living 
in the comfortable suburban community 
of Great Neck, Long Island. On Thanks- 
giving 1987, mail inspectors raiding the 
Friedman house in search of hardcore 
kiddie porn found a list of local boys 
with whom Friedman had been con- 
ducting computer courses in his base- 
ment. There follows the increasingly 
hysterical prosecution of Arnold and 
18-year-old Jesse, who are accused of 
an astounding number of criminal acts 
after the police start interrogating 
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Arnold's students and come up with in- 
creasingly horrific and incredible alle- 
gations. Jarecki interviews the police in- 
vestigators, the prosecutors, and the 
judge; he also talks with investigative 
reporter Debbie Nathan, who explains 
how the Friedmans were one of many 
in the wave of dubious ‘80s cases of 
sexual molestation based on the now 
discredited evidence of repressed 
memory. In the end, though, Jarecki's 
approach to this issue is too timid; it 
seems clear he should have been more 
focused on uncovering the truth alo’ 
the lines of Errol Morris's The Thin Bh 
Line or Joe Berlinger & Bruce Sinof- 
sky's Paradise Lost. Then there's the 
Friedmans’ capturing of themselves. El- 
dest son David recorded the ongoing 
family breakdown, with his brothers 
Seth and Jesse seemingly enjoying 
opportunity to act out on the video 
stage the self-lacerations of their big fat 
Greek tragedy.

(2002). Director Im Kwon-taek’s 95th 
film (the 94th was the superb Chun- 
hyang) is the fictionalized account of 
the life of Jang Seung-ub (known as 
Ohwon), a legendary Korean painter of 
the late 19th century. With inexorable 
subtlety, the movie shows Jang’s rise 
from poverty to renown against the 
background of the political turbulence 
of the period. Jang’s genius, appetite, 
and prodigality are natural forces for 
which Im seeks no explanation. He 
scatters and destroys his master- 
pieces, surrounds himself with kisaeng 
(Korea's geishas — in a memorable 
close-up, when he's extracted from one 
of them by soldiers, his semen spills on 
the floor), and drinks constantly (“If you 
want to paint, first learn to drink,” he 
counsels). Im’s classicism depends on 
the tension between the flow of lines 
across space (which is in harmony with 
the flow of life) and the arbitrary, aus- 
tere rectangle of the film frame.
